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Three killed after Sligo body find

HREE bodies, believed to be 
the victims of IRA “‘executions”’, 
were discovered last night in sep- 
arate areas of south Armagh. 
There was speculation early this 
morning that the murders may be 


linked to the finding on Tuesday / 


of the body believed to be of a 
Portadown woman, Ms Margaret 
Perry (26), in Mullaghmore, Co 
Sligo. She had been abducted a 
year ago. 

The three deaths mark the end- 
ing of the longest gap between 
killings in Northern Ireland since 


Men found murdered and dumped in south Armagh 


early 1970. Fifty-six days had 
elapsed since the last killing in 
the North in early May, when the 
IPLO shot dead Mr Billy Sergeant 
(65), in a North Belfast bar. 

The areas where the bodies 
were located were cordoned off 
this morning as the RUC and 
British army mounted a major 
check. The South Armagh area 
near Crossmaglen where the 
bodies were found is a notorious 
dumping ground for so-called 


IRA informers. It is reported that 
the dead men were found hooded 
and stripped. 

A priest who gave the Last 
Rites to one of the victims spoke 
of his body being bruised and 
mutilated. The Rev AF McCourt 
from Newtownhamilton, Co Ar- 
magh, said that one of his parish- 
ioners called to him, last night 
saying he had discoverd a body at 
Henry’s Bridge near 


Newtownhamilton on the main . 


Dundalk-Armagh road. Father 
McCourt alerted the RUC and 
visited the scene to administer 
the Last Rites. 
“The body was dumped in a 
ditch. It was hooded and there 
was a vast quantity of blood 
around the head. It was stripped 
naked and bruised,” he said. The 
Rev John Duffy from Dundalk, 
who also visited the scene, said 
the man had been “‘terribly muti- 
lated”. Later, two more bodies 


were found in the vicinity of 
Crossmaglen. 

_ The Rev Donal Sweeney, who 
is reported to have administered 
the Last Rites to a body in 
Culloville, spoke of the victim 
being hooded and bloody. 

The deaths come 24 hours after 
the body, believed to be Ms 
Perry’s,was found in a shallow 
grave at Mullaghmore. The IRA. 
in a statement said she was the! 
victim of British military agents. 


They said a further statement 
would follow. This aroused fears 
for the lives of at least two men, 
reported to have IRA links, who 
went missing in the Portadown 
area two weeks ago. RUC detec- 
tives are trying to determine if 
the IRA statement was shorthand 
for suggesting a link between her 
death and the discovery of the 
three bodies last night. 

The IRA claim that she was 
killed by British military intelli- 


gence agents could possibly mean 
that informers within the para- 
military organisation’s own ranks 
had some involvement in her 
death. Early this morning, the 
RUC confirmed that three bodies 
had been found but said at this 
stage they could give no further 
details. 

Father Duffy said there was 
something attached to the foot of 
the body of the first man found 
near Newtownhamilton. Because 
of this, he decided that it might 
be dangerous to approach the 
body.

THE talks aimed at achieving a 
new British-Irish agreement have 
moved forward dramatically after 
all four Northern parties involved 
in the process agreed to hold sub- 
stantive Strand Two North-South 
talks. 

The opening session of these 
historic discussions, which would 
bring together Government Min- 
isters and Nothern political lead- 
ers, could get under way in 
London as early as next week. 

The Government has warmly 
welcomed the announcement 
from Belfast. The Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr Andrews, 
warned, however, that any future 
attempts to amend Articles 2 and 
3 of the Constitution could “‘raise 
very strong passions.”’ 

The British Prime Minister, Mr 
Major, last night welcomed the 
news. His statement said: ““We 
welcome the progress that has 
been made, and the moves to 
stages two and three.” 

Mr Andrews’s response to the 
development was given within an 
hour of the announcement by the 
Northern Ireland Secretary, Sir 
Patrick Mayhew. Mr Andrews 
was speaking during a debate on 
Northern Ireland in the Seanad 
which urged the Government to 
do its utmost to promote a politi- 
cal solution in Northern Ireland. 
There was a flurry of excitement 
in the Chamber when word came 
from Stormont and Mr Andrews 
rose to speak. 

A delighted Sir Patrick an- 
nounced to reporters at Stormont 
shortly before 6 pm yesterday 
that the most serious obstacle to 
progress had been overcome, and 
that Sir Ninian Stephen could 
now convene an opening meeting 
between the Government and the 
Northern constitutional parties. 

The announcement by Sir Pat- 
rick effectively puts to one side

the Strand One talks, which in- 


volve the Northern party leaders 
and which had become seriously 
bogged down because of funda- 
mental differences between the 
parties. 

Sir Patrick announced the 
move to the controversial second 
stage of the talks after he and a 
Northern Ireland Office Minister, 
Mr Jeremy Hanley, held a num- 
ber of meetings with the party 
leaders at Stormont yesterday. 
This was followed in the after- 
noon by a plenary meeting where 
he announced he was finally tak- 
ing the initiative to push the talks 
substantially forward. 

He formally proposed the 
launch of Strands Two and Three 
and, the official NIO statement 
said, “in the light of the points 
made by the Secretary of State 
during consultation and in ple- 
nary, the party leaders indicated 
that they accepted the proposal.” 

Of this development in the pro- 
tracted talks process, Sir Patrick 
said: “It is the best moment so 
far.” 

It is now up to Sir Ninian to 
decide when the Strand Two Lon- 
don talks begin but in the-light of 
the longstanding: difficulty over 
moving to this sensitive stage, it 
is being predicted that he will 
“strike while the iron is hot” and 
call a meeting next week. 

Mr Andrews said yesterday that 
the Government looked forward 
‘to working actively and con- 


structively in Strand Two, under 
the independent chairmanship of 
Sir Ninian Stephen, with a view 
to ensuring the decisive contribu- 
tion which Strand Two must 
make to the outcome of the talks 
process as a whole.” Strand Two, 
which involves the two Govern- 
ments and the four parties in 
Northern Ireland, was “a very 
important and integral part of the 
process which was agreed on 26th 
March 1991”. 

In reply to Senators John A. 
Murphy and David Norris, who 
had called for the amendment or 
removal of Articles 2 and 3 as 
part of the talks, Mr Andrews 
said this was an issue “on which 
our people as a whole must pro- 
nounce, if or when a question is 
put to them in a referendum. 
Such a referendum would touch 
on very deep issues and could 
raise very strong passions.” 

The Minister said that it would 
be important to ensure that any 
amendment “would not appear to 
be a denial of the _ of people 
born or living in Northern Ire- 


land to be Irish.” Any proposal’: 


which seemed to go in that direc- 
tion would, he believed, “meet 
with very considerable oppo- 
sition.” 

Also, any amendment which 
could be interpreted as a denial of 
‘“‘a strong aspiration to unity by 
peaceful means and by agree- 
ment” would likewise “‘meet with 
— opposition”, Mr Andrews 
said. 


The breakthrough comes 
following the “Strand Three for- 
mation talks” between the Irish 
and British governments in Lon- 
don on Tuesday at which the four 
Northern parties had observers, 


including the previously key ob- 


jector to Strand Two talks, the 
ev Ian Paisley of the DUP. 


While the deadlock has been 
broken, the divisions between the 
Ulster Unionists, the DUP and 
the SDLP over finding Strand 
One agreement on a new form of 
government for the North still 
exist. 


The Unionist parties are bit- 
terly opposed to the SDLP’s de- 
volution proposals, which include 
Southern and European dimen- 
sions to governing the North. Dr 
Paisley in particular has stated 
repeatedly up to this week that 
there could be no North-South 
talks until Strand One was con- 


cluded. 

Sir Patrick Sonceded that 
Strand One is still a major 
stumbling block. He said that 
while the North-South and Strand 
Three “East-West” talks could 


continue, further consideration to 


Strand One may be necessary at a | § 


later stage. 


Responding to the Secretary of 
State’s announcement, the 
Labour Party leader, Mr Dick 
Spring, said last night that it was 
essential that the momentum of 
the talks should not be broken. 


Welcoming the news, the dep- 
uty Fine Gael leader, Mr Peter 
Barry, said it was essential that 
the three strands of talks “move 


together”. He said, however, that . 


progress would not be instant. 


Deputy Eamon Gilmore of 
Democratic Left said the devel- 
opments were very encouraging.

Bill increases condom availability

THE Family Planning Bill, long 
delayed and much revised, which 
permits the sale of condoms from 
all commercial and retail outlets 
to those over 17, is expected to be 
passed by the Dail and Seanad 
next week. 

The Health (Family Planning) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1992, puib- 
lished yesterday by the Minister 
for Health, Dr O’Connell, does 
not include the controversial pro- 
posal in last ar Family Plan- 
ning Bill that health boards would 
have discretion over which out- 
lets could distribute condoms. 

The new Bill also reduces the 
age limit at which people may 
buy condoms, without prescrip- 
tion, from 18 to 17. 

The former Taoiseach, Mr 
Charles Haughey, had originally 
proposed lowering the age limit 
for purchase to 16, an issue that 
led to considerable discord within 
the Coalition. .

Under the new law, already 
widely criticised by the opposi- 
tion, condoms may not be sold 
through vending machines, mo- 
bile outlets, street vendors or in 
primary or secondary schools. 

Their sale is also prohibited in 
youth clubs or sports centres ca- 
tering for people under 17. Natu- 
rally, the vendor must be over 17 
also. 

Dr O’Connell said his primary 
concern was the issue of public 
health and he would personally 
prefer to allow distribution of 
condoms through vending ma- 
chines, as he had stated within 
two weeks of being appointed to 
the portfolio earlier this year. 


He denied he had encountered 
resistance in Cabinet to the use of 
vending machines. He said it was 
the reservations he received from 
the public, particularly from the 
parents of younger children, 
which led him to the conclusion 
that this method of distribution 
should not be introduced yet.

“I am sure that condoms will 
be widely available from now on. 
They will be sold in all commer- 
cial and retail outlets, and that 
includes supermarkets, shops, 
pubs, barber shops and adult 
discos. 

“Their wide availability is 
essential since we have had an in- 
crease of almost 50 per cent in the 
incidence of sexually transmitted 
diseases between 1986 and 1990. 
We have over 1,200 HIV cases 
and 276 instances of full-blown 
AIDS,” the Minister said. 

Because 40 per cent of those 
with AIDS were intravenous drug 


‘users, his Department had de- 


cided to distribute condoms free 
to addicts who attend a number 
of “‘satellite clinics” to be estab- 
lished around the Republic, Dr 
O’Connell said. 

He acknowledged, meanwhile, 
that it is still up to individual 
vendors to decide if they should 
stock condoms, but he was confi- 
dent sales of the non-medical

contraceptives would increase 
under the new legislation. 

In spite of the Minister’s assur- 
ances in relation to widespread 
availability of condoms, opposi- 
tion parties expressed deep reser- 
vations about the proposals. 
According to the Fine Gael 
spokesman on health, Mr Rich- 
ard Bruton, the Government is 
insisting on an age limit which it 
knows is unenforceable. 

According to the Labour Party 
spokesman on health and social 
policy, Mr Brendan Howlin, it 
was “‘quite inexplicable” that the 
Government and the Minister 
should have delayed sc long in 
publishing the new Bill. 

“The Bill is a failure by the 
Minister for Health in his prime 
responsibility to promote a health 
policy that adequately safeguards 
the well-being of the _ Irish 
people,”’ Mr Howlin said.

ariations on that theme 
have attended previous devel- 
Opments in the talks process 
initiated by Mr Peter Brooke 
in January, 1990. This was 
less a product of tired 
journalism than a reflection of 
the enormous goodwill which 
accompanies the process. 


Goodwill toward the par- 
ticipants — and, in particular, 
toward the two. unionist 
parties — will have increased 
considerably with their deci- 
sion to progress to the subse- 
quent strands. Optimism, too, 
will be on the increase, if 
restrained ~ by Sir Patrick’s 
warning on Tuesday that there 
is a long way still to go. 


Whatever distance the 


parties now travel, the talks 
a will be widely held to 
ave been justified. Dublin 
has always -been concerned 
about the consequence of fail- 
ure. But the pzrameters and 
agenda have been established, 
and they will not be easily 
escaped by any party in the 
short or long term. 


That said, finding agree- 
ment will not be easy either. 
Despite their past declara- 
tions, the unionist leaders 
have agreed to move to 
Strand Two without definitive 
agreement on the future struc- 
ture of government for North- 
ern Ireland. 


The SDLP maintains its 
‘‘reservations’’ about the 
devolution plan developed by 
the unionist parties and Alli- 
ance. By all accounts, that 
plan requires much in the way 
of definition and development. 
It falls far short of what the 
SDLP considers ‘‘a solution” 


to the Northern Ireland prob- 


em. 

For the time being at least, 
the unionists have been pre- 
pared to journey in the belief 
that Sir Patrick favours their 
approach. However, some 
senior unionists admit to 
worries that the chemistry 
may be altogether different 
when British ministers are 
joined at the table by their 
rish counterparts. 

Keeping the British government 
onside therefore appears to have 
been an important tactical spur to 
the unionist agreement yesterday. 

How that plays out will much 
depend on the unionist perfor- 
mance in Strand Two, and on the 
question of London’s own objec- 
tives in the talks. 


If the unionists were content to 


seek devolution as envisaged by 
the Anglo-Irish Agreement, then 
London would have little diffi- 
culty (though the same may not 
now be true for Dublin and the 
SDLP). 

In any event, the unionists 
want an alternative agreement. 
They have yet to resolve the 


conflict between the scale of that 
ambition and the comparative 
modesty of their proposals to 
date. 

It seems reasonable to assume 
that there will be nothing modest 
about the SDLP’s ambitions for 
future North-South relationships. 
If Articles Two and Three are to 
be abandoned, the price will un- 
doubtedly be high. 

Sinn Féin may currently be in 
decline, but the SDLP will not 
want to waste the advantage de- 
veloped in the past seven years. 
The party, moreover, feels that it 
remains in the driving seat and 
that, unlike the unionists, it has 
the Agreement to fall back on in 
the event of failure. ‘ 


That belief has been the opera- 
tive assumption in much comment 
about Northern Ireland since 
1985. But the SDLP is not 
entirely thrilled by London’s en- 
thusiasm to take the controls. 
And between them, Mr Brooke 
and Sir Patrick Mayhew have 
opened the field in a way not seen 
since Hillsborough. 

The unionists are not the only 
ones who will have to make 
Strategic adjustments to that fact. 


DeLorean 
cannot be 
extradited 


THE businessman, Mr John 
DeLorean, cannot be extradited 
from the US to stand trial in Brit- 
ain following the failure of his car 
project in Belfast in 1982, the at- 
torney general, Sir Nicholas Lyell, 
confirmed in a Commons written 
reply last night. 

He said that the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary held a warrant for 
Mr DeLorean’s arrest on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud, but 
time had now run out for extradi- 
tion. 

“I am advised that the laws of 
the United States provide a limi- 
tation period after which extradi- 
tion is not normally possible. 

_ “While the period varies, de- 
pending upon the offence alleged, 
the period in this case expired be- 

_ fore the Serious Fraud Office was 
created.” 

He said it was the SFO’s inves- 
tigation “which produced the evi- 
dence justifying the obtaining of 
the warrant against Mr 
DeLorean”’.

Bushell, was sentenced at Belfast 
Crown Court last week to three 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
£700,000 for defrauding the Brit- 


ish taxpayer.

— (PA) 


the}.Ms..Perry:s. disap 


Body found in Sligo may

THE State Pathologist, Dr John 
Harbison, was last night examin- 
ing human remains found in a 
shallow grave near Mullaghmore, 
Co Sligo, which may be those of a 

oung Co Armagh woman who is 

elieved to have been abducted 
and murdered a year ago. 

The remains were found on 
Tuesday after information was 
apparently given to gardai in 
Sligo by a Northern Ireland priest 
who is understood to have been 
led to the grave by a young man. 

It is believed the body is that of 
Ms Margaret Perry (26), from 
Portadown, Co Armagh, who dis-

THE annou®cement by the Min- 
ister for the Environment, Mr 
Smith, of the first increase in taxi 
fares since 1985 failed to prevent 
a protest convoy of about 1,000 
members ‘of the Irish Taxi 
Drivers’ Federation (ITDF) 
bringing chaos to afternoon traf- 
fic in Dublin yesterday. 

The drivers were protesting at 
the carrying of radio equipment 
by hackney cabs, which has been 
banned since 1983, and were call- 
ing for an increase in fares, ac- 
cording to the president of the 
ITDF, Mr John Ussher. 

The organisation claims 1,500 
members in Dublin and large 


| numbers of taxi-licence owners 


from Tralee, Limerick, Galway, 
Cork, Waterford, Drogheda and 
Dundalk also participated, said 
Mr Ussher. 

Gardai estimated that 1,000 
taxis took part, causing “terrible 
disruption” for two hours in the 
city centre. Several gardai were 
on duty at O*Connell Bridge dur- 
ing the protest, taking the num- 
bers of any cabs which infringed 
the junction boxes. 

The Minister’s announcement 
on fares was accompanied by two

were issued for wheelchair-acces- 
sible taxis in Dublin, while the 
moratorium on new hackney li- 
cences was removed. The latter 
initiative is likely to be unpopular 
with existing licence-holders. 

In addition, the Minister also 
published an inter-departmental 
report on the taxi business con- 
taining recommendations which, 
if adopted, would transform the 
on taxi, limousine and 
hearse hire industries. 

The Minister’s new fare struc- 
ture accedes to the ITDF’s 
request for an increase in the 


basic mileage rate to 8Up, up 5p, a 
reduction from one mile to half- 
a-mile in the distance for which 
the initial £1.80 fare applies (with 

ro-rata increases where time of 
journey establishes the fare), and 
an increase in extra charges for 
public holiday work. 

He turned down requests for a 
separate rate of fare from the 


point at which a fare reaches £7 


and for higher charges for fares 
beginning at Dublin Airport. Ac- 
cording to Mr Ussher, the new 
fares structure should mean a 50p 
increase in the cost of an average 
taxi journey. 


Mr Smith’s decisions to grant 
50 licences for wheelchair-access 
cabs in Dublin and to allow more 
hackney licences to be issued 
were among 64 separate recom- 
mendations made by the inter- 
departmental committee on 
hackneys and taxis, which was es- 
tablished last year. Significantly 
for yesterday’s protest, the report 
recommends that hackney cabs, 
which unlike taxis cannot ply for 
public hire or carry a taxi meter, 
be allowed to retain radios used 
to communicate with their base. 


The ITDF could not be con- 
tacted for comment on Mr 
Smith’s proposals last night. 


WEATHER 


SYSTEMATIC weather 
observations are a_ recent 
craze. Here in Ireland, for 
example, they could be.said to 
have begun with the work of 
Richard Kirwan, a_ dilettante 
weatherman of Cavendish Row 
in Dublin. Kirwan maintained 
‘an array of meteorological 
instruments at his home, and 
used them to carry out detailed 
weather observations for the 30 
years or so before his death in 
1812. But this was rare; most 
of the information we have 
about weather conditions be- 
fore, say, the middle of the last 
century, has been gathered in a 
‘ variety of much more devious 
ways. 


Contemporary manuscripts 
are a favoured and a fruitful 
Source. Many people in days 
gone by kept special weather- 
diaries, or at the very least 
mentioned the weather from 
time to time in passing in their 
other writings. Even official 
documents and other 
chronicles of times long past 
make detailed reference to 
storms and droughts and 
floods. These, of course, are 
all descriptive — but over the 
years climatologists have 
evolved clever techniques 
which allow them to relate 
these descriptive reports to 
numerical values in a surpris- 
ingly accurate and consistent 
way. 

Probably the earliest refer- 
ence to weather in an Irish 
manuscript is a report in the 
Annals of the Four Masters of 


Historical 
meteorologists 


Dublin called Maximillian 


a vicious storm upon Lough 
Conn, which is believed to 
have occurred in 2668 B.C. 
The earliest weather-journal 
proper that we know of is a 
weather diary for Kilkenny, for 
1682 and 1683, kept by an 
employee of the Duke of 
Ormonde.. The diarists were 
more prolific in the foliowing 
century: Thomas Neve of 
Ballyneilmore, in Co Derry, 
chronicled the elements from 
1711 until 1725; James Simon 
documented the period from 
1753 to 1755; Dr John Rutty 
summarised the Dublin 
weather 1716 to 1766; and the 
Rev Henry Ussher maintained 
a weather register at Dunsink 
Observatory from 1786 to 1790. 
A Huguenot immigrant to 


Faviere carried the story into 
the next century with regular 
weather diaries kept on the 
blank pages of printed alma- 
nacs from 1781 to 1812. 

It is likely, of course, that 
there is a great deal more 
information of this kind than 
we know about — tucked away 
in attics and in trunks around 
the country. Mrs Lisa Shields 
is the librarian of the Meteoro- 
logical Service Library, and 
she maintains a catalogue of 
any such material in private 
hands around the . country. 
Should you make a _ chance 
discovery among the family 
heirlooms, she would welcome 
the chance to havea look at it, 
and to add it to her list.

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IN THE course of his evidence yesterday, 
Mr Desmond O’Malley made a further sub- 
stantial and serious allegation in relation to 
the actions of the Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, 
in 1987. 

Speaking from notes, Mr O’Malley said 
that the policy pursued by Mr Reynolds of 
confining export credit insurance (ECIS) 
cover to just two companies had “‘its gene- 
sis” in a meeting between Mr Reynolds and 
Mr Larry Goodman on November 13th, 
1987, and a subsequent letter from Good- 
man International to Mr Reynolds’s De- 
partment. 

This is the first time at the tribunal that 
Mr O’Malley has gone so far as to say that 
an important Government policy decision 
originated, not in consideration of overall 
industrial policy, but in Mr Goodman’s 
representations to Mr Reynolds. The letter 
to which Mr O’Malley referred is particu- 
larly controversial because its contents 
were subsequently altered and did not a 
pear on Departmental files. , 

Under a second day of cross-examina- 
tion by Mr Dermot Gleeson SC, for Good- 
man International, Mr O’Malley was 
responding to contentions that a number of 
offical reports on industrial policy, from 
Telesis, NESC and the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, supported the idea 
of selectivity in State aids to industry. 

He said that the “managed policy (the 
policy of confining cover to just two com- 
panies and excluding their competitors 
from the Iraqi market) doesn’t have its par- 
entage or genesis” in the reports con- 
cerned, but in the meeting between Mr 
Goodman and Mr Reynolds on November 
1 3th. 

On that day, he said, Mr Goodman 
complained to Mr Reynolds about the pres- 
ence of his competitors in Baghdad. On the 
same day, Mr Goodman got an extra $30 
million allocation of cover which resulted, 
Mr O’Malley said, in another company, 
Agra Trading, “being put out”.

evidence to the tribunal that, before meet- 
ing Mr Goodman, Mr Reynolds inquired 
about the levels of exposure to Iraq and 
subsequently decided to withdraw the 
cover allocated to Agra so that Goodman 
could be facilitated with the extra cover.

‘From a marketing perspective, it is imper- 
ative that the Iraqis see a united front from 
the sellers of Irish beef in order to preserve 
the price premium now clearly estab- 
lished. . . For Ireland, a single voice is an 
essential marketing tool to prevent such an 
occurrence. Because of our history in the 
market, AIBP (the Goodman company) 
should be that voice, and I would therefore 
request that your Department reject sund 
applications for credit from various Irish 
suppliers. . .” 

It is to this paragraph in particular that

When the 
letter arrived back with the offending para- 
me deleted, early in January 1988, it was 

ackdated to November 27th and now con- 
tained an application for cover for $155 
million rather than for $52 million, as had 
been the case with the original letter. The 
original letter only came to light in the 
course of the tribunal itself. 

The Industry and Commerce file there- 
fore purported to show that the representa- 
tions about rejecting oe from 
other companies had not been made, and 
that, on the day on which Halal had its 
cover withdrawn, Goodman’s application 


was $103 million larger than it had actually 
been. These changes take on an added po- 
litical significance in the light of Mr 
O’Malley’s statement that the letter and the 
earlier meeting constitute the genesis of the 
entire policy pursued by Mr Reynolds. 

At the same time, Mr O’Malley also 
strengthened his implicit criticism of Mr 
Reynolds’s wider mers of granting huge 
amounts of cover for the Iraqi market. Mr 
Gleeson put it to him that Government 
decisions often work out very badly and 
that it is easy to make accusations with 
hindsight. Mr O’Malley, however, replied 
that “the circumstances in which these 
events took place were not just bad 
luck. .. because they never had any 
chance of succeeding.” 

He subsequently described the whole af- 
fair as a “fairly disastrous experience”’. 
This seems to rule out any possibility that 
Mr O’Malley might accept a conciliatory 
version of the events — that Mr Reynolds’s 
decisions, while they subsequently proved 
to be wrong, were reasonable at the time 
they were taken. 

ost of the day’s cross-examination 
was taken up with Mr Gleeson’s attempts 


to show that Mr O’Malley offered a “mir- 
ror-image”’ of his own accusations against 
Mr_ Reynolds, exhibiting Pa itical 
disfavour” rather than “political favourit- 
ism”. Mr O’Malley, he said, was “‘pro-risk 
but not pro-Goodman risk” and a man who 
“would lose no opportunity for a gratuitous 
swipe at the Goodman organisation”. 

Much of his counter-argument was 
taken up with attempting to show that Mr 
O’Malley’s decision to void the cover given 
to Goodman International was wrong, 
though he did not dispute that 38 per cent 
of the beef was processed outside the State, 
and admitted that the shipments were “not 
properly declared”. 

ince, however, Mr Justice Hamilton 
twice stated that he would not be deciding 
on the legality of that decision, which is the 
subject of a massive High Court civil dam- 
ages case, none of this will have an effect 
on the outcome of the tribunal. 

Perhaps Mr Gleeson’s strongest point 
otherwise was his reference to an Industry 
and Commerce memo of December, 1989, 
which says that, as Minister, Mr O’Malley 
had decided to bring Iraq back on cover for 
non-food exports unless there was a com- 
pelling reason not to. 

Mr O’Malley, however, said that the 
amounts in contemplation were of the 
order of £% million (as opposed to the 
£250 million which Mr Reynolds sanc- 
tioned for Iraq) and that he listened to 


advice from his officials (who had also op- 
posed Mr Reynolds’s policy) and decided 
not, in fact, to restore cover. The memo did 
suggest, nevertheless, that Mr O’Malley did 
not have an overwhelming moral objection 
to doing business with Saddam Hussein. _ 

It was also notable that the two princi- 
ples which Mr Gleeson cited in order to 
question the wisdom of Mr O’Malley — 
who had been involved in controversy 
about Goodman, taking a decision as Min- 
ister about the company in 1989 — might 
be equally applicable to the situation of the 
Fianna Fail government in 1987. 


The principle that no one should act in 
a matter in which he or she has a stake 
might well be relevant to the issue of con- 
tributions to political parties; and the prin- 
ciple that justice must not merely be done 
but be seen to be done (“the very appear- 
ances are important’) might well apply to 
the keeping secret of the “managed 
policy”. 

Perhaps the greatest political. signifi- 
cance of Mr Gleeson’s cross-examination, 
which has now concluded, other than Mr 
O’Malley’s statement about the genesis of 
Mr Reynolds’s policy, may well lie in the 
fact that it has contradicted none of the 
three politically important statements 
made by Mr O’Malley on Monday, all of 
which have serious consequences for Mr 
Reynolds’s position. — 


In nine hours and over 400 questions 
and statements, Mr Gleeson did not deny 
that 38 per cent of the beef was not pro- 
cessed within the State; did not deny that 
intervention beef was used (even though 
Mr O’Malley invited him to do so by say- 
ing that “beef that came out of interven- 
tion certainly wouldn’t have any positive 
effect on cattle prices”); and did not main- 
tain that Goodman companies had signed 
contracts on all occasions that they were 
ranted cover. These issues, therefore, are 
ikely to remain very much on the table for ° 
Mr Reynolds.

THE only matter relevant to the 
contractual relationship on 
export credit insurance between 
the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce and Goodman Inter- 
national was the contract, the 
proposal form, the policy itself 
and the declarations signed by 
the company, Mr Desmond 
O’Malley told the tribunal yes- 
terday, when discussing the 
voiding of the policy. 

Under cross-examination on 
the sourcing of beef for export 
contracts, the Minister stated 
that Goodman International in 
the declaration undertook to use 
— beef from the Republic of 
Ireland when the company’s 
financial controller wrote to the 
Insurance Corporation of Ireland 
on February 18th, 1988. 

Mr Dermot Gleesan- SC, for 
Goodman International, ques- 
tioned +the Minister, about the 
definitions, of what,was Irish. He 
quoted a previous witness at the 
tribunal, Mr Ted O’Reilly, a 
- former assistant secretary in the 
nga as having defined it 
as  . both North and South. 

Mr O’Reilly had drawn up 
cee to this effect pub- 
ished in November, -1987, by the 
Department to the ICI in respect 
of the operation of the export 
credit insurance scheme. ere 
was a meeting of Department 
the guidelines 
were drawn up.

Mr Gleeson stated that Mr 
O’Reilly’s evidence to the tribu- 
nal had stated to the contrary. 
He had said that in 1986 the 
Border should be ignored for 
beef and cattle and he carried 
that understanding through in 
negotiations, for which he re- 
ceived the Minister’s approval. 

Mr O’Malley said that he had 
seen the memo of the 1986 
meeting but did not see what 
relevance it had. Mr Gleeson 
said that the guidelines stated 
that goods or services could 
have a 60 per cent foreign input 
in the gross value of the contract 
and that 40 per cent should be 
Irish. For a comprehensive 
policy, goods and materials 
should “as far as possible’’ be 
sourced in Ireland using only 
Irish labour. The Minister said 
he had never seen this definition 
before. 

Mr Gleeson asked if he could 
take it that the Minister made 
the decision to void the policy 
without seeing this document. 

The Minister replied: “It 
forms no part of the policy 
whatsoever, Mr Gleeson, as |! 
am sure you well know. These 
are administrative guidelines for 
officials in insurance com- 
panies.” 

Mr O’Malley stated that it was 
an internal document between 
the Minister and his agents and 
had no bearing on the Minister’s 
contractual relationship with 
some outside party. He under- 
stood that the reference to 40 
per cent was to goods which 
were finally assembled in 
Ireland, as had been specified in 
EC definitions. 

The Minister said that one of 
the confusions. which Mr 
Gleeson was labouring under 
was that he was equating beef 
and cattle as the same thing, 
which they were not. r 
Gleeson stated that Mr O'Reilly 
had said they were the same. 

“lf Mr O'Reilly said that, he 
was wrong because they are not, 
not By a long shot,” said the 
Minister. 

Mr Gleeson then read out a

dence, giving the witness’s 
reasons for taking the view of 
his definition of Irish beef. 

The Minister replied that Mr 
O’Reilly was — entitled to 
his point of view.

Mr Gleeson was only giving 
half the story, and it was not fair 
to the Minister.

However, 
what happened in 1986 had no 
relevance. . 

Counsel asked why he did not 
consult Mr O’Reilly, the man 
who had negotiated the contract 
and drawn up the guidelines, 
when he was making the deci- 
sion about voiding the contract. 

Mr O’Melley said that Mr 
O’Reilly’s name did not appear 
on the policy or the proposal. 

The Minister stated that a very

THE “genesis” of the managed

THE Progressive Democrat 
leader, r Des O’Malley, 
rejected claims by counsel for 
Goodman International, Mr 
Dermot Gleeson SC, that he was 
ro-competition and _ pro-risk 
‘but not pro-Goodman risk’’ 
during sharp exchanges at the 
beef tribunal yesterday. 

Mr O’Malley, who was begin- 
ning his third day of evidence to 
the tribunal, said that ‘‘as far as 
any suggestions or allegations go 
that I was antagonistic to your 
Client, the facts don’t bear that 
out. I recall that in August, 1990, 
your client’s group of companies 
got into serious difficulties and 
were more or less_ insolvent. 
They owed a large number of 
bank debts of £550 million that 
~— could not meet.” 

e situation had been precipi- 

tated by the Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait, Mr O’Malley added, 
and normally a company in such 
a position would have been put 
into liquidation straight away. In 
this instance, however, he had 
the Dail recalled on August 28th 
and the Senate a few days later 
to put through a Bill which had 
Originally been part nine of the 
1990 Companies Bill (and 
became the Companies Amend- 
ment Act, 1990). 
The Dail had only been recalled 
on two or three occasions in the 
past to pass legislation in a 
summer recess, Mr O’Malley 
added. “I believe it showed 
every good will to your group 
when they were in the most 
need.” 

Mr Gleeson put it to Mr 
O’Malley that one of the reasons 


that his client had been vulner- 
able at that time was that their 
export cover had been voided. 

“The critical factor was the 
invasion of Kuwait’’, Mr 
O’Malley replied. “The policy 
was voided on legal grounds” he 
added, referring to the fact that 
the Goodman group had used 
meat sourced outside of the 
Republic for its Iraqi sales. 

arlier Mr Gleeson had asked 
why there was so much empha- 
sis on the beef sector when the 
main companies in the pork and 
lamb sectors had a similar 35 per 
cent share of the market. (Mr 
Gleeson stressed that he was not 
Suggesting there were any prob- 
lems in either of these sectors). 
He went on to quote Mr 
O’Malley speaking against a Fine 
Gael private member’s Bill that 
sought to limit the share of any 
company in.any section to 30 per 
cent economic activity of the 
market. 

In reply Mr O’Malley said that 
he accepted some of the prin- 
ciples of the Fine Gael Bill but 
not that the 30 per cent principle 
Should apply to all sectors of the 
economy. There were some sec- 
tors, cement production for 
example, where one producer 
had 100 per cent of the market. 

He felt the two criteria that 
had to be considered were how 
large a company needed to be to 
compete successfully abroad, 
and whether a company which 
had a dominant position was 
abusing it. 

The Competition Act, 1991, 
said this and reflected mutatis 
mutandis Articles 85 and 86 of 
the Treaty of Rome. 

Mr Gleeson also sought to 
show from the Dail record that 
Mr O’Malley had been selective 
in citing the Goodman group 
adversely during Dail debates. 
On one occasion the Ceann 
Comhairle had had to intervene 
twice during a debate when Mr 
O’Malley criticised the Goodman 


group. 
Mr O’Malley said that he felt 
he observed the rules about not 
naming parties outside the 
chamber who might not be in a 
position to respond “‘as least as 
much as most deputies.” He 
added that it was impossible to 
discuss contemporary affairs 
without at least referring in 
limited circumstances to indi- 
viduals and companies outside. 
He was sure that if Mr 
Gieeson went through the Dail 
record he would find frequent

THE Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, Mr O’Malley, 
refused to withdraw his allega- 
tions, made in the Dail, that the 
use of beef from outside the 
Republic of Ireland in shipments 
to Iraq under the export insur- 
ance scheme constituted a fraud 
on the Irish taxpayer. He had 
been called upon to do so 
repeatedly by counsel for 
Goodman International, Mr 
Dermot Gleeson SC, yesterday 
afternoon at the end of three 
days of intense cross- 
examination. 

Mr Gleeson argued that the 
total amount of beef sourced in 
the Republic of Ireland met the 
level of cover given by the 
Government. He also 
Mr O’Malley that beef sourced 
outside the Republic, that is in 
Northen Ireland, England, Scot- 
land and Wales, should be 
covered by export insurance 
under the principles of EC law 
on competition and the harmon- 
isation of export risks. 

There was no basis for the 
allegation Mr O’Malley had 
made that the inclusion of 
Northern Ireland beef constitu- 
ted fraud on the taxpayer, Mr 
Gleeson said, when the amount 
of Republic of Ireland beef 
exceeded the cover given by the 
State. 

The declaration purported that 
all the beef was Irish, Mr 
O’Malley said, and he didn’t 
think that Mr Gleeson’s clients 
were entitled to claim at all 
under the policies because there 
had been such a fundamental 
breach of the conditions on 
which the insurance cover had 
been granted.

The contention of fraud was 
“‘unsustainable’’, Mr Gleeson 
continued, on the basis of the 
veterinary certificates issued, 
which clearly showed the source 
of the beef. 

“It is well known to your 
clients that the source of a good 
bit of the beef was other than 
from the Republic of Ireland,” 
Mr O’Malley said. “Why did 
they make a declaration that 
every last bit of it came from the 
Republic of Ireland?”’ 

t was “unsustainable and pro- 
foundly damaging”’ to his clients 
to make the allegation that there 
was fraud in this case, Mr 
Gleeson insisted. “I invite you 
to withdraw it.” | 

“The obtaining of cover in 
these circumstances in respect of 
very substantial non-Irish beef 
was clearly something that was 
fraudulent because the declara- 
tion was wrong”, Mr O’Malley 
said. 

Mr Gleeson told Mr O’Malley 
that what he had done was “a 
mirror-image of the accusations 

ou. have made against others. 

y clients have become victims 
of political disfavour” and “of a 
controversy not of their 
making’’, Mr Gleeson said. 

Mr O’Malley said that Mr 
Gleeson’s clients were victims of 
their own actions and had at all 
times been treated as any other 
company would have been in the 
same situation. 

Earlier Mr Gleeson had sought 
to show that EC directives pre- 
vented discrimination against 
member-states in the area of 
export insurance. If his clients 
had subcontracted the supply of 
beef to UK suppliers they should 
not have lost their cover, and he 
accused the Minister of not 
being aware of the fundamental 
principles of EC law in this area. 

Mr O’Malley said that he was 
aware of bilateral agreements 
between individual EC member- 
States to provide for such 
arrangements but he did not 
accept that “Country A is 
obliged to cover the goods of 
Country B”’. He had been seek- 
ing agreement at EC level to 
establish such a system but there 
had been resistance from larger 
member-states which were fear- 
ful of having to pay out large 
sums. 

Mr Gleeson put it to the 
Minister that member-states 
were obliged to “take in other 
people’s washing” in this area. 

“I don’t take in other people’s 
washing and I don’t see them 
taking in mine”, Mr O’Malley 
replied. 


Credit 
issue

MR O’MALLEY denied that he 
had sought to “become judge 
and jury” over the operations of 
export credit to the Goodman 
group of companies when he 
accepted the job as Minister for 
Industry and Commerce follow- 
ing negotiations with Mr Charles 
Haughey in 1989. 

He accepted, during cross- 
examination by Mr Dermot 
Gleeson, SC, that he had been a 
protagonist while in opposition 
and had sought information 
about the level of exposure to 
debt from the Iraq cover. 

But he refused to accept that 
when he voided cover for the 
export credit for the Goodman 
companies it was not a neutral 
decision because of his earlier 
stand on the matter. 

The decision to withdraw 
cover had been taken only after 
careful consideration and follow- 
ing advice from the Attorney 
General, senior counsel not 
attached to the AG’s office and 
Department officials, he said. 

e added that he had not 
brought the matter to Govern- 
ment and was not aware that any 
member of the Government dis- 
sented.

THE MINISTER for Tourism

Responding to the Fine Gael 
spokesman on transport, Mr Ivan 
Yates, she said that whatever de- 
cision was made would have to 
last for a number of years. That 
was one of the requests made to 
her by the interests concerned, 
and she intended to respect it. 


She turned down a suggestion 
from Mr Yates to have an in- 
dependent study made of the 
issue. She said she did not think it 
would be helpful in adding to the 
debate. 


Replying to Mr Eric Byrne (DL,

NI man denies black flag claim 


A CO TYRONE man accused of 
IRA membership denied at the 
Special Criminal Court yesterda 
that he had helped erect bla 
flags in Co Monaghan after the 
death of an IRA member. 

Mr Vincent McAnespie told 
prosecuting counsel, Mr Maurice 
Gaffney SC, that he had not put 
up black flags at Silversteam, Co 
Monaghan, two days before the 
funeral of Mr Lawrence-McNally. 

He also denied putting up the 
black flags along with two other 


men, Mr Aidan McGurk and Mr 
Eamon Hanna, who are also 
accused of IRA membership. 

Mr McAnespie was giving evi- 
dence on the seventh day of the 
trial of four men who have denied 
membership of the IRA on June 
6th last year — the day of the 
McNally funeral in Co Mon- 


an. 
Mr McNally was one of three 


IRA men shot dead-by the SAS in 


Co Tyrone last year. — 
The four accused are three Co 


Tyrone men with addresses in Co 

onaghan Mr McAnespie 
(29), from Aughnacloy, Mr 
M rk (34), from Carrickmore, 
and Mr Hanna (21), from 
Coalisland — and Mr Brendan 
Corrigan (30), from Emyvale, Co 
Monaghan.

SCOTLAND, like Ireland, sits on 
the periphery of Europe. Scot- 
land, like Ireland, should ensure 
that its enthusiasm for the con- 
cept of a more unified European 
Community should be surpassed 
by one aim — peripherality 
should pose no insurmountable 
obstacles. 

Such was the message that the 
President, Mrs Robinson, de- 
livered in Glasgow yesterday on 
the first eg of the first official 
visit by an Irish head of State to 
the “home from home” across 
the water. 


Indeed, at a time when Britain 
was assuming the presidency of 
the EC Council of Ministers, it 
was fitting to challenge the idea of 
over-centralisation, the President 
said. ‘“‘When you’re on the 
periphery, it’s not the periphery, 
it’s the centre,”- she said in an 
address delivered at a_ lunch 
hosted by the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow, Mr Robert Innes. 


There was a sense that small 
was beautiful, she said, and this 
was a time to recall the contribu- 
tion that the two neighbours on 
the periphery could make to 
Europe, she said. 


The ties that have bound two 
lands sharing a common Gaelic 
culture were also alluded to in 
separate speeches which the Pre- 
sident delivered to the Irish com- 
munity in Glasgow and to Scot- 
tish business interest last night. 
Speaking to the Irish community, 
she recalled how St Columba and 
other Irish missionaires had con- 
tributed to the development of 
Christian learning. 


More recently, Michael Davitt, 
born in her own county of Mayo, 
had taken up the land question in 
Glasgow in the early 1880s and 
had an enormous impact on the 
west Highland crofters. 


One of the greatest Irish his- 
torical figures, James Connolly, 
was born of Irish parents in 
Edinburgh. John Ferguson, the 
Irish Home Rule radical and Land 
Leaguer, had become the first 
Irish Glasgow councillor. John 
Wheatley, one. of the Red 
Clydesiders, and the first Labour 
minister for health, was a Water- 
ford man; and Charles Diamond, 
who was born in Derry, was a 
Home Rule MP and proprietor of 
the Glasgow Observer, which was 
the principal. newspaper of the 
Irish immigrants. : 

“Is it any ‘wonder that the 


Scots and the Irish understand 
one another?” she asked. 


The President said she knew 


that the wounds inflicted by the

There may now be fewer suggestions that heterosexuals are safe from AIDS 


“AIDS Maniac On The Loose 
With A Mission To Kill’’, was the 
front page headline the Birming- 
ham Post used to inform its 
readers about a HIV _ positive 
haemophiliac who allegedly 
passed on the virus to four 
women with whom he had had 
relationships. It was a headline 
and a story that the national 
media could not ignore. 

For the first time in weeks the 
media lost interest in the allegedly 
troubled marriage of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales as attention 
focused on Mr Roy Cornes and 
allegations that he had deliber- 
ately infected four girlfriends, one 
of whom died. 

Mr Cornes was infected as a 
teenager, as were two of his 
brothers who were also haemo- 

hiliacs, as a result of receiving 
infected blood products. He was 


diagnosed HIV positive at the age 
of 7. 

He received compensation from 
the government which he appar- 
ently spend. on a wild spree. 
Friends described him as a hand- 
some, charming, ladies man who 
could “pull” any woman. Mr 
Cornes, by all accounts, was 
sowing the seeds of Britain’s first 
serious scare about the hetero- 
sexual transmission of Aids. 

It would seem, however, that 
Britain, or at least sections of the 
British media, is sceptical about 
AIDS being transmitted through 
heterosexual sex. As the press 

ack moved in on the King’s 

eath suburb of —— 
where Mr Cornes was brought up, 
it was all but suggested that Mr 
Cornes and his lovers were 
abnormal heterosexuals. 

At first, the area came under 


scrutiny. It was described as 
“underclass territory”, home to 
big families, teenage pregnancies 
and single mothers with children 
by different fathers. People in 
Birmingham, it was suggested, 
ignored warnings about safe sex. 
Mr Cornes was described as a 
man seeking revenge on women 
because he got haemophilia from 
his mother. The message was 
clear — normal heterosexuals 
were safe. 

Mr Cornes is in hiding, and was 
not officially identified by the 
Birmingham Health Authority, 
but his family, friends and former 
girlfriends were soon _ tracked 
down. Ms Lynette Russell, Ms 
Tina Orme, Ms Gina Allen and a 
fourth unnamed woman were 
alleged to have been infected by 
Mr Cornes. Ms Allen contracted 
the virus when she was 16 and 
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she died this year of an AIDS 
related illness. 

It was claimed, although the 
claim was disputed, that Mr 
Cornes did not inform his part- 
ners that he was HIV positive. 
The case raised a number of 
questions about the treatment of 
— with AIDS. There were 
calls for the detention of 
“irresponsible” AIDS sufferers 
and for the provision of informa- 
tion by AIDS sufferers about their 
sexual partners to become com- 
yeaa?

It reported a “crucial” devel- 
opment, revealed in the News of 
the World, that a former female 
partner of Mr Cornes said he 
“preferred” unnatural sex. This, 
it suggested, could explain why 
Mr Cornes’ was so effective in 
spreading the virus. Again, the 
message was clear normal 


heterosexuals were safe. 

Much remains unknown about 
what causes AIDS and the rele- 
vance of HIV is disputed. How- 
ever, it remains the one constant 
feature in AIDS cases and ACET 
(Aids Care, Education and Train- 
ing) is concerned that Britain’s 
heterosexual population is _receiv- 
ing confusing signals. AIDS has 
not had much effect on hetero- 
sexuals in Britain but ACET be- 
lieves some newspapers have 
missed the point. 

“They set out in a_ certain 
direction over a period of time 
and they will do anything to 
support it. They are looking at it 
from the point of view of actual 
figures whereas you need to look 
at it from a global perspective. 
The global picture is entirely 
different but nonetheless it is a 
forerunner,” a spokesman said. 


He said that figures from the 
World Health Organisation 
showed that 90 per cent of all 
new infections were as a result of 
heterosexual transmission. “The 
homosexual problem is a small 
one. The fact is that many more 
people are heterosexual and once 
the virus enters the heterosexual 
es, it is like putting your 
oot on the accelerator of a car.”’ 

“It comes down to sexual 
climate. AIDS is making a differ- 
ence and must affect our sexual 
activity and our thinking about 
our sexual activity. Life has 
changed,” he added. 

ACET believes that the Bir- 
mingham case is not unique and 
there will be other, similiar cases. 
If so, there may be further calls 
for Government action and fewer 
suggestions that heterosexuals are 
safe from AIDS.

Croats pose new 
threat to Bosnia 
as Serbs retreat | 


THE RELIEF of Sarajevo may at 
last be within sight, now that the 
West has begun to take concerted 
action in order to break the Ser- 
bian siege of the city. But the 
Serbs are not the only ones who 
are capable of creating lethal 
problems in former Yugoslavia. 
Now, the Croats are growing in 
confidence — and, perhaps, al- 
most equally dangerous for Bos- 
nia, in the longer term. 

Apparently in response to the 
newly tough Western stance — in- 
cluding the threat of direct action 
in Sarajevo, which was previously 
excluded — the Serbian leader in 
Bosnia, Mr Radovan Karadzic, 
has started talking peace for the 
first time (although he also said 
yesterday that Serbs would have 
“no choice but to fight’, if US 
forces sought to disarm Serbs 
who have been besieging Sa- 
rajevo). 

But the violence may move on. 
The Croats — who have been at 
the receiving end of most of the 
violence in the past year, when 
Serbian forces and the Yugoslav 
army shelled Croatian cities into 
annihilation — are more bullish 
than ever before. 

In Croatia, the Croats have 
made notable military advances. 
Large areas in the Serbian-major- 
ity area of Knin have been:seized, 
and at least 100 have died. The 
UN, dismayed that the Croats 
have ignored the writ of the 
peacekeeping force, has called for 
President ore Tudjman’s gov- 
ernment to pull back. A UN Secu- 
rity Council resolution this week 
talked of “grave consequences” 
for the region, if the peacekeeping 
effort collapses. 

But neither Serbs nor Croats 
are much interested in compro- 
mise. Mr Tudjman’s early intoler- 
ance towards Croatia’s large 
Serbian population, after his elec- 
tion in 1990, contributed towards 
inflaming Serb-Croat relations; 
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the Serbs, in turn, have shown 
themselves ready to use unlim- 
ited violence against the Croats. 
The UN peacekeepers, as far as 
both sides are concerned, are 
merely an irritating interruption. 


In some areas, the Serbian vio- 
lence has not ceased: at least four 
people have died in recent days in 
the renewed shelling of Du- 
brovnik. 

Elsewhere, however, Serbia is 
retreating, for the first time. In 
Bosnia, the Croats have been 
keen to advance. Theoretically, 
that should be to the advantage of 
the Slav Muslims, the largest 
single ethnic group in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, who have had a 
half-alliance with the Croats. But 
Muslims are nervous of the 
Croats’ strength — especially in 
view of Serb-Croat talks in recent 
months about a possible carve- 
up, which would squeeze out the 
Muslims altogether. 

Large parts of western coe: 
vina are ethnically Croat, and Mr 
Tudjman has in the past talked 
about Croatia “within its historic 
borders”’, which include chunks 
of Bosnia. Mr Tudjman has done 
nothing to dissuade Croats in 
Bosnia from declaring their first 


loyalty to be to Zagreb, not Sara- - 


jevo. In western Herzegovina, 
even the Croatian currency is 
used. 

There has been Croat violence 
against Muslims, too. In Novi 
Travnik, west of Sarajevo, Croats 
killed four Muslims in attack last 
month. Elsewhere, Serbs. and 
Croats have formed what some 
Muslims regard as an unholy alli- 
ance. The Croat commander in 
the Croat-held town of Kiseljak, 
and his Serbian counterpart in 


nearby Ilidza, have talked of each 
other as ‘‘partners’’ and 


“friends”’, visiting each other reg- _ 


ularly; the commander in Ilidza 
said the Serbs and Croats had 
“‘identical interests’’. 

For the Bosnian Muslims, the 
Croat military victories may 
come to seem an unwelcome gift, 
if the Serbian destruction of 
recent weeks is followed by an in- 
sistence that “Croatia the Libera- 
tor” will now call the shots. AH 
hopes of Bosnian Muslims — and 
of non-nationalist Bosnian Serbs 
and Croats — for mutual toler- 
ance may then find it difficult to 
survive. —{London Independent 
Service)

The UN is expected to launch a 
massive humanitarian relief oper- 
ation today, aimed at feeding the 
300,000 besieged starving inhabit- 
ants of Sarajevo. The operation 
will be assisted by 1,200 Canadian 
troops, who will arrive early this 
morning overland from Croatia. 

The troops, — with 80 
armoured personnel carriers, will 
immediately take control of the 
airport, which had been 
blockaded by Serb militias until 
Monday. 

Western governments and inter- 
national relief agencies are on 
stand-by, ready to send food to 
Sarajevo, which has been under 
siege for 86 days. 

Yesterday, the inhabitants got 
their first taste of fresh water for 
many weeks after UN troops de- 
livered 27 tons of supplies to three 
charities representing Muslims, 
Serbs and Croats. The aid was de- 
livered by four French aircraft 
followin 
visit to Sarajevo on Sunday. 

But UN officials warned that 
any upsurge in the fighting could 
jeopardise the entire relief oper- 
ation. 


Bush unwilling to 
commit US troops 


THE UNITED STATES jyester- 
day pulled back from military in- 
volvement in Bosnia when 
President Bush told CBS news 
that he has no plan to use US 
forces standing by in the Adriatic. 

This appeared to contradict the 
undertaking the previous day b 
the Defence Secretary, Mr Dick 
Cheney, that the US was prepared 
to use navy and air force combat 
planes to protect the UN relief 
mission in Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 

Mr Bush said “I am appalled at 
the human suffering and the kill- 
ing in Sarajevo. We will do what 
we are called upon to do and uti- 
lise whatever we have to see that 
peace comes to that area, but 
right now we are not prepared to 
use those forces.” 

Six US navy ships with have 
been directed into the Adriatic in 
recent days. They are carrying 
2,200 marines as well as assault 
and troop helicopters. Mr Bush 
said their presence was meant “‘to 
send a signal to the people over 
there that we’re serious.” 

The signals from Washington 
however are conflicting and 
reflect White House hesitancy 
about getting involved in a Euro- 
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ee te 4 a % Mee 
Mr George Bush: wary of in- 
volvement in an election year 
pean conflict which could 


rebound on the President in an 
election year. Even moving ships 


of the Sixth Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean brought a protest yester- 
day from the Speaker of 
Congress, Mr Tom Foley, who 
said ‘members had not been noti- 
fied of the manoeuvres. 


Mr _ Brent Scowcroft, the 
national security adviser to the 
president, said ”... walking in 
there and dealing with a problem 
that is as intractable, probably, as 
that which has been going on in 
Northern Ireland or in Beirut, is a 
dangerous thing.” 


_ Last week officials played down 
involvement in any international 
effort to open Sarajevo airport, 
but this reluctance seemed to dis- 
Sipate after a meeting Mr Bush 
held with his advisers at the 
White House on Friday. 


Mr Cheney told reporters on 
Tuesday that the US was pre- 
pared to use combat planes. “I 
would expect that US involve- 
ment would be limited to naval 
and air support, and that we’d 
support other forces on the 
ground. We’re not talking about 
an insertion of US ground com- 
bat forces in Yugoslavia.”

THE African National Congress 
has conditionally rescinded its 
earlier call for a moratorium on 
all sporting contacts, re-opening 
the way for South Africa’s part- 
in the Barcelona 
Olympics. 
he conditions set by the ANC 
— and agreed to by sportin 
bodies — include declarations o 
support for “peace and democ- 
racy” by administrators and 
sportsmen and women. : 
In terms of the agreement with 
the ANC, athletes will wear arm 
bands proclaiming allegiance to 
‘“‘peace and democracy”, while 
controlling bodies will publish 
leaflets and place advertisements 


in the media calling for an end to 


violence and the installation of 
democracy. 

Exactly how meaningful these 
conditions are was in doubt last 
night: no-one in South Africa is 
opposed to peace or democracy, 
although there is a large range of 
views on how to achieve peace 
and on what constitutes de- 
mocracy. 

In a statement released yester- 
day after a meeting of its national 
working committee, the ANC 
blamed the government and its 
surrogates for the violence ‘and 
the deadlocked negotiations on a 
new, democratic constitution. 

The ANC called specifically for 
the election of a constituent as- 
sembly to draw up a new consti- 
tution. | 

The ANC’s decision to retract 
its call for the reimposition of the 
moratorium. on sporting links 
came after it held discussions 
with major sport administrators. 
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The ANC call for a reimposed 
moratorium came after the 
Boipatong massacre on June 
17th. 

Yesterday’s developments ap- 
pear to have saved several major 
events, including South Africa’s 
participation in the Olympic 
Games, a soccer tour of South Af- 
rica by the Cameroons, rugby 
tours by Australia and New Zea- 
land, and a cricket tour by India. 

Commenting on the ANC’s 
conditions, Dr Ali Bacher, man- 
aging director of the United 
Cricket Board, said: “‘It is a small 
price to pay for playing interna- 
tionally. We all agree that there 
must be an end to the violence.” 

The ANC, however, warned 
that its decision to lift the mora- 
torium would be under constant 
review, and “would depend on 
the response and actions of the 
regime on the crucial questions of 
peace and democracy.” 

If there was no progress, it 
might “consider a halt to all 
tours,” the ANC added. 

In another development, the 
Congress of South African Trade 
Unions (Cosatu) — a member of 
the tripartite alliance with the 
ANC and the South African Com- 
munist. Party — called for a 
national and general strike of 
“unprecedented proportions” as 
part of the alliance’s mass action 
programme.

Vatican annuls

THE VATICAN said yesterday 
that it had granted an annulment 
to Princess Caroline of Monaco, 
ruling that her 1978 marriage to 
Mr Phillippe Junot never offi- 
cially existed in the eyes of the 
Catholic Church. 

A Vatican statement refrained 
from listing a detailed reason for 
granting the annulment, and the 
grounds on which the princess 
sought it have never been dis- 


closed. But the Vatican’s chief 


spokesman, the Rev Joaquin 
Navarro-Valls, said the marriage 
was ruled invalid for “insufficient 
consent” in taking on the respon- 
sibilities of a Catholic marriage. 
He did not elaborate further. 

In a statement to reporters, 
Father Navarro-Valls said a papal 
tribunal had granted the annul- 
ment on February 26th and a 
second commission confirmed 
the decision on June 20th. 

The decision. means the two- 
year marriage to Mr Junot, who ts 


Princess Caroline: “Insuffi- 
cient consent” to Catho- 
lic marriage. 


French, was not valid in the eyes 
of the Church and that Princess 


Caroline is now free to marry 
again within the Church. 

The Church never recognised 
her divorce from Mr Junot, nor 
her subsequent civil marriage in 
1983 to Stefano Casiraghi, an 
Italian, who was later killed in a 
powerboat accident. 

The princess first asked for the 
annulment in 1988, the spokes- 
man said. It becomes effective 
when both parties receive official 
notice and explanation from the 
Vatican. Both the princess and 
Mr Junot were being formally no- 
tified, he said. 

Casiraghi was killed in October 
1990 during a heat of the World 
Offshore Racing championships. 

Underlining its opposition to 
divorce, the Vatican issued a long 
statement with the decision, 
pointing out that an annulment is 
not a divorce, but merely a ruling 
that the mafriage never actually 


existed. — (Reuter)

them essentially unchanged from 
the current year in a holding opera- 
tion until the reforms begin in 
1993-94. 

The accord was finally sealed 
after France, Italy and several of 
the EC’s southern members ac- 
cepted assurances that their de- 
mands for special treatment would 


be considered favourably later in 
the year. 

France insisted on and got con- 
cessions lessening the pain of 
reform for grain, oilseeds and live- 
stock farmers. 

Italy was given an assurance that 
its dairy farmers would be given a 
fair hearing for their claim to be 
allowed to produce more milk. 

The farm reforms are based on a 
cut in farm support prices for grain 
of 29 per cent over three —

THE phrase “RTE musicians 
appear by kind permission of 
the RTE Authority” is often 
encountered in the small print 
of concert programmes. ° The 
frequency of its occurrence is 
a reliable indicator of the 
relaxed attitude that RTE gen- 
erally displays about the free- 
lance activities of musicians 
on its payroll. 

However, RTE retains right 
of refusal over where its musi- 
cians work in their spare time, 
and the arrival of legal com- 
mercial radio began to create 
Sticking points when a 
number of the new stations 
associated themselves . with 
musical events. In 1990, RTE 
objected to its musicians 
playing in both Goffs Summer 
Classics (sponsored by Cen- 
tury) and the Cleveland San 
José Ballet (sponsored by 
98FM). More recently, last 
month’s 98FM-sponsored 
Natalie Cole concert at The 
Point was also affected. 

Salaries in RTE’s orchestras 
are on the low side, and the 
curtailing of their freelance 
earning power is obviously a 
sore point with the musicians. 
For the players, the issue has 
been made more sensitive by 
the involvement of a number 
of RTE management and 
production staff in shows 
which have had commercial 
associations with rival 
stations. 

With the increasing 
_ involvement of sponsors in the 
entertainment world, the 
clashes of interest faced by the 
musicians have always seemed 
more likely to escalate than 
diminish. RTE has now, sen- 
sibly, decided to resolve the 
issue by granting the players 
freedom in working for events 
sponsored by other stations. 


Kevin Healy: enlightened 
decision 

The decision was precipi- 
tated by an approach to direc- 
tor of radio, Kevin Healy, b 
an individual from the RT 
Concert Orchestra. At the 
eleventh hour before . the 
Natalie Cole concert, Healy 
rescinded the earlier refusal, 
although by that time a 
number of RTE musicians had 
backed out of the event. 

Healy’s enlightened decision 
was not, however, communi- 
cated to members of the two 
RTE orchestras’ committees, 
nor to the musicians’ SIPTU 
representative, John Swift. It 
came to their notice through 
the enquiries of this column, 
in trying to resolve the con- 
flicting versions of events sur- 
rounding the Natalie Cole 
concert. The decision was 
welcomed on all sides. 

Kevin Healy remained ada- 
mant, however, that media 
reports about refusals in con 
nection with last monih’s 
Stevie Wonder concert were 
unfounded. No refusal was 
made, he said, because no 
request had been received 
from RTE musicians wanting 
to take part. 


Raising 
the readies 


THE director Ray Yeates has 
adopted a novel but somewhat 
controversial approach to 
financing Dolphin Theatre 
Company’s new season, which 
has raised the hackles of some 
actors. 

Members of the compan 
are each required to pre-sell 
£1,000 pounds worth of 
tickets, but- what caused some 
rancour was the «fact that 
actors who were called back 
for a second audition were 
required to pay £5 to cover the 
phone, post and administration 
costs. ose who were em- 
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ployed are not being paid 
during rehearsals, and are 
asked to pay Ray Yeates £10 a 
week for acting classes. 

Ray Yeates says the audi- 
tion, too, constituted an acting 


charging well below the going 
rate. He contends that those 
who couldn’t afford the sum 
were not required to pay, but 
this was obviously misunder- 
stood by some actors, who 
told this column they thought 
they had to pay up. Yeates 
says also that he offered to 
refund the money to anyone 
who was not satisfied, but, .as 
one actor commented: “You 
don’t tell a potential employer 
you're not satisfied.” ; 

Yeates has met Equity’s 
chairman and secretary, and 
there will be further discus- 
sions with the actors’ union. 
One actor commented: “I just 
hope it doesn’t catch on. If 
you were a young person just 
out of drama school and living 
at home, it would be ideal — 
but for struggling, starving, 
professional actors, it’s not 
on.” 

Yeates insists that ‘no-one. 
has been stuck with a ° ill; no- 
one has been kicked out be- 
cause they cannot pay. I 
would apologise if it has come 
across differently. What we 
are cpreg | is empowering 
actors to find resources they 
didn’t know they had.” 

Dolphin’s next production, 
of John McArdle’s ‘“Celebra- 
tion”, opens in Killarney on 
July 27th, and then tours to 
Mullingar, Monaghan, 
Limerick and Cork.

‘This play has been chasing me for four years’ 


A Valentine for 
a virtuoso 
Anita Reeves, the actress who opens in Willy 


Russell’s celebrated one-woman play at the Tivoli 
Theatre tonight, talks to Ray Comiskey 


OMETIMES it’s nice to have your 
rejudices confirmed. Whenever I 
ave seen Anita Reeves on stage, she 

has always seemed somehow to inhabit a 
role and, without flourish or artifice, simply 


present the truth of it. Artifice is there, of 


course, so that’s an illusion. But she offers 
her characters to an audience without the 
sense of an intermediary; no bones of 
technique peep through, no feeling that the 
watcher is being told what to think, Nor is 
there a nods and winks collusion with the 
audience to get them to love her. And, 
unlike one or two other outstanding actors I 
can think of, there is a generosity about her 
playing miles removed from enclosed, self- 
regarding virtuosity. In other words, ‘she 
always seems to have both feet on the 
ground. 


Meeting her reinforces this. She is like a bell; 
strike a resonance from her anywhere and she 
does not give off a false note. It is, in any event, 
impossible not to warm to someone who tells 
ou, laughing, that she likes a _well-shaped 

ttom — male or female — can’t do sums to 
save her life, finally learned to swim little more 
than 10 years ago, only mastered driving five 
years ago and, within the past 28 months, with 
the help of a hypnotist, at last overcame her fear 
of flying. 

That reassuring catalogue of fallibility makes 
the range and authority of her performances in 
recent years all the more — She was an 
award-winning Maggie in Brian Friel’s superb 
“Dancing at Lughnasa”, so much so that it is 
hard to imagine anyone else in the part. In the 
revival of Hugh Leonard’s “A Life” she was 
unforgettable in a fulcrum role as Mary, strikin 
sparks off John Kavanagh’s Drumm and Dona 
McCann’s Kearns. And her subtle delineation of 
the two Ellie Noones in the same playwright’s 
“Moving” did much to distinguish and, humanise 
characters 30 years apart in time. Now, opening 
at the Tivoli tonight, she has taken on the 
challenge of a one-woman play in “Shirley 
Valentine”’. 

Has she done a one-woman show before? “No, 
I have not,” she says. “And I’m terrified.” With 
no one to play off, or to give her rhythms? “No. 
Stop. You're making it worse,” she laughs, but 
she means it. “This play has been chasing me for 
four years and I’ve always said: ‘No, it’s not the 
right time’ or: ‘The theatre’s too big’ or 
whatever. I’m always waiting to be caught out. 
There’s always that fear of: “Can’t do it’.” 

There is, however, something else. With a 
happy family life with Julian Erskine (who also 
wale in theatre) and their children Gemma and 
Danny, and a job she loves, she acknowledges 
she 1s privileged. “But still,” she demands, 
“haven’t you often sat by the sea and got that 
rg | we being so little and having such a little 
life? That kind of feeling sweeps over me every 
so often. I don’t mean that I have regrets.” 

‘ The image comes from “Shirley Valentine”, 
Willy. Russell’s often funny portrait of a working- 
class Liverpool woman, with two grown-up 
children, a marriage in need of some grope 
therapy and a life she has let slip, like sand, 


through her fingers. Setting off, on impulse, to 
Greece for a holiday, she starts to rediscover 
herself while sitting by the sea, has a fling with a 
waiter and decides to stay on and, quite 


' independently, make a new life. 


Even though the play is neither a regurgitated 
feminist tract, a male-bashing exercise nor a 
presentation of Willy Russell’s credentials on the 
subject of how hard the world is on women, it’s 
di t to imagine anyone less like Shirley 
Valentine than Anita Reeves. Despite her feelings 
of things still to do and experience, she has not 
let life slip through her fingers. Yet the odds are 
that her portrayal will be as insightful and as 
truthful as any of the roles for which she has 
been acclaimed in recent years. 


“I’ve often read a play and one line would 
make me want to do it. It wouldn’t even be the 
size of the part that I would go for. It might be 
that one line that I want to say, or one line that 
I'd go ‘ah, I recognise that’. And there were 
loads of them in ‘A Life’ and in ‘Lughnasa’.”’ 

She found resonances.of all kinds, too, some 
quite surprising, when she began to dig into 
“Shirley Valentine” and into herself during 


_ rehearsal time with director Joe Dowling. 


“When I read it I thought ‘I’m not like Shirley 
Valentine at all’. But I don’t know whether it’s 
as an actress that it always seems to happen, that 


as you read something, I don’t know whether ; 


you deliberately find it because you’re looking 
or it, or whether we all have similarities. But it 
certainly happened .to me when we were rehears- 
ing that I suddenly said to Joe Dowling: ‘Oh 
God, I remember that so well in school, that 
assumption that you’re stupid, that you couldn’t 
know the right answer’.” Like Shirley, she had 
an undeserved school put-down by an insensitive 
teacher, which lay dormant until she was opening 
herself up to life as seen through Shirley’s eyes.

Unlike Shirley, however, she is not a victim of 
low self-esteem, as when Shirley talks about 
waiting hand and foot on her daughter Millandra. 
“I think it’s Shirley’s own fault. She’s obviously 
done that all her life. I think Millandra’s a little 
brat. I would kick her arse, because .I probably 
have more value on myself than Shirley has.” 


Home remains as important as acting — and 
that’s not a cliché. “I love being at home. I’m 
really happy when I’m not working, when there’s 
no pressure of having to be somewhere at half- 
six. Don’t get me wrong. I work hard when I’m 
at home, but I actually enjoy that as much as I 
enjoy this. I often feel if I haven’t been with the 
children a lot I need to get.back in touch..And 
the same with Julian if we’re both busy.” Like I 
said, sometimes it’s nice to have your prejudices 
confirmed

It was appropriate that the 
picture behind Gibson’s head 
Shall have been Frank 
O’Meara’s “The Widow’’; its 
pale vididians and twilit greys 
were the visual embodiment of 
Gibson’s Nocturne. The quiet 
tenor of the work was broken 
by sudden stabbing interjec- 
tions which related it to the 
later ‘‘Nijinsky’’, where the 
insistent repetitions of notes at 
different speeds indicated a 
mind unable to control the 
obsessions that lead to mad- 
ness. The depiction. of 
Nijinsky’s breakdown was a 
Suitable introduction to 
Rachmaninov’s world where 
emotionalism is barely held in 
check. 

Both Rachmaninov and 
Chopin, in this recital, were 
like eagles beating their wings 
but unable to fly because their 
claws were trapped by refuse 
hidden in the mire.

ALTHOUGH Wagner origi- 
nall envisaged his “Fliegende 
Hollander’’ as a one-act 
curtain-raiser for the ballet at 
the Paris Opera, it was a fully- 
fledged three-acter by the time 
it reached the stage in Dresden 
in 1843. It was, in fact, never 
performed without intervals in 
the composer’s lifetime, and 
Covent Garden’s decision to 
do so now is a Caprice that 
serves the theatrical shaping of 
the work badly. 

Under Christoph von 
Dohnanyi, the immense energy 
of the score drives the musical 
line forward with unflagging 
momentum, but many of the 
important dramatic points are 
submerged and lose much of 
their trust in the unbroken 
action sequence. John Gun- 
ter’s monumental sets create 
an evocative atmosphere for 
the melodrama — and yield 
with surprising ease to the 
rapid manupulation required 
by continuous action while 
Deirdre Clancy has designed 
enchanting period costumes 
for the women and realistic 
working clothes for the 
fisherman. The producer Ian 
Judge, however, makes it clear 
that he regards both Senta and 
the Dutchman as_ intrinsic 
loners. Despite the girl’s 
immediate, rapturous recog- 
nition of the man in the por- 
trait, the two never relate to 
each other and remain apart, 
wrapped in separate dreams — 


even in the romantic exchange 
at the end of Act II. 

This provides a_ perfect 
framework for powerful indi- 
vidual performances from Julia 
Varady and James _ Morris. 
They are both singers of im-

Church in an age of ‘seeking consensus’ 


THE statement from the Hierar- 
chy on Maastricht was one of the 
best it had issued, even if the Pro- 
Life Campaign was disappointed 
it did not endorse its view that 
“Yes” meant voting for abortion, 
according to the Bishop of Ferns, 
Dr Brendan Comiskey. 

The Maastricht statement as “‘a 
service of clarification for the 
wee oa was a ve — one and 
ew surpassed it,” Dr Comiskey 
says. It set out the implications 
for voting “Yes” or “No”, and 
then advised Catholics to pray for 
guidance and make up their own 
minds. “Of course, some people 
were shocked at not being told 
how to vote, saying: “This is wet, 
this is fudgy. Tell us what to do 
even though you don’t believe it 
yourselves ’.”’ 

The Government seized on one 
paragraph which suited it, while 
the Pro-Life Campaign seized on 
another. “But the two paragraphs 
had to be taken together, and the 
bottom line was: ‘This is a clarifi- 
se It’s as good as we can 

a 

Dr Comiskey said the state- 
ment represented a “significant 
moment” in the way the bishops 
teach. 

“It is not revealed by scripture 
and tradition how to vote on 
Maastricht. It was not really 
black-and-white, and the bishops 
in 1983 (the ‘pro-life’ amend- 
ment) said that if you vote 
against our recommendation it 


does not mean you are a lesser 
Catholic. 

“That was a major break with 
the past, and this statement was 
in that line — a terrific recogni- 
tion of the complexity, the histo- 
ricity of the present moment and 
the need for a contribution from 
the other sciences. 

“We were greatly guided by 
legal people and we saw these 
legal people disagreeing com- 
pletely. So for us to come out and 
say we were certain would have 
been a sin against truth, because 
we weren’t certain.” 

How will the Hierarchy deal 
with the referendums expected 
later in the year on travel and 
abortion information, and possi- 
bly on the substantive issue of 
abortion? 

Dr Comiskey says that the issue 
of travel should not pose any 
problems for the bishops. As in 
all their deliberations on moral 
issues, they would distinguish be- 
tween the morality of an action 
and possible legislation. | 

“The morahty would be that 
we would say that abortion was 
wrong.” Anything that served to 
promote abortion, such as travel 
and information, would share in 
its immorality “if both are geared 
to an abortion”’. 

He feels some commentators 
confuse morality with law, and 
while “‘you can feel that travel 
and information for an abortion 
are immoral, the next question is 


whether civil law is the best way 
to-achieve your objectives. Cer- 
tainly not in the area of travel. It 
would be intolerable to be stop- 
ping people at airports, and no 
bishop would countenance that; 
but information is a bit more 
complicated.” 

Information is a “code word 

which can. mean everything from 
pure information to abortion 
referral’. The closer it got to 
referral, “the more we would be 
opposed to it. But information as 
it is at present — we would regard 
that as in the same category as 
travel’’. 
Dr Comiskey points to the 
availability of the telephone num- 
bers of abortion clinics through 
“satellites flying, magazines in 
Dublin and fax machines”. He 
himself can find out the number 
of a Marie Stopes clinic “‘by ring- 
ing directory inquiries, so to try 
and legislate against that kind of 
information would be the same 
thing as trying to legislate against 
travel.” 

He found the injunction sought 
by the Attorney General in the 
case of the 14-year-old rape vic- 
tim incredible. “I could not 
understand what he was at. I still 
don’t. I was aghast when I saw 
that there was this notion of a 
police state that Albert Reynolds 
talks about. That would be intol- 
erable to anyone.” 

On the substantive issue of 
abortion, Dr Comiskey believes 


that on the basis of recent polls 
there is a widespread moral con- 
sensus which opposes abortion, 
and a referendum would serve to 
show this. That opinion polls also 
show a large majority in favour of 
limited abortion in certain cases, 
he agrees, “shows the extreme 
difficulty of coming up with a 
wording for the referendum”’. 

If the referendum provided for 
abortion in extremely limited cir- 
cumstances, would the bishops be 
in favour of it? 


“I don’t know. We would have 
to see the actual legislation and 
the referendum wording. The 
package will be coming from the 
Government sub-committee.” 


Asked about the Pro-Life Cam- 
paign stance, that the treatment 
of illnesses in pregnant women 
which results in the death of the 
foetus should not be described as 
abortion, the bishop said that 
such a case “‘was abortion in a 


sense, but was it legal abortion? 


Was it wilful? We had -senior 
counsel with us for six weeks at 
all meetings and there were some 
wordings, some revealed and 
some not revealed, but we’ll have 
to wait for the package”’. 

Bishop Comiskey is deeply con- 
cerned about how Hierarchy 
statements can contribute as in- 
formed comment to a debate in 
society without being seen as “a 
threat to the minorities’, a di- 
lemma he has “puzzled about for 


12 years as a bishop”. He sees 
two aspects to it. 


“A great deal of social com- 
mentators are reacting to a 
Church that has disappeared long 
ago. They are still caught up in 
the Mother and Child contro- 
versy era, that whole psychologi- 
cal complex of the dominant and 
domineering Church dictating to 
people, picking up the phone and 
calling ministers, lobbying, etc. 


‘““Now I think we have gone to 
the other extreme, where the 
Catholic Church is afraid of its 
life to be seen talking to a minis- 
ter. You are afraid of your life 
your comment will turn up in 
some Government file; but the 
minority Churches have no such 
difficulty. 


“But a lot of the media — 
whether they stopped going to 
church at that time, I’m not sure 
— are reacting to a Church of the 
1940s and 1950s where there was 
authoritarianism. But there was 
in everything. There was in your 
office, in RTE, in the govern- 
ment. It was an authoritarian age 
of Franco and Salazar.” 


Today, however, is an age 
where “we are seeking consen- 
sus”) so if later in the year the 


Government comes out with pro- 


posals about abortion and the. 


bishops make a statement ex- 
pressing disagreement or doubt, 


Dr Comiskey would like Catho- 
lics to feel that they are not 
thereby obliged to follow the 
bishops. ’ 


The further an issue is removed 
from the “core belief of the faith, 
the more prudential judgment is 
involved”’, as could be the case 
with legislative details concerning 
the substantive issue of abortion. 


At the same time, Dr Comiskey 
has no doubt the Church will be 
fighting for the protection of the 
life of the unborn, but as a human 
right rather than arguing from 
revelation., He agrees any pro- 
posal to allow for limited 
abortion would put the bishops in 
a difficult position, as they are 
quite conscious that “no country 
has been able to keep abortion 
legislation restrictive’’. 


He points out that bishops .and 
clerics must be careful to use 
“very sensitive language” when 
S ing about abortion, as they 
often have to deal with people 
who have had abortions and are 
sitting among their congrega- 


. tions. “People who get up and 


call these people murderers 
should think twice ... Very few 
Irish girls will have an abortion 
just at the drop of a hat. They will 
have gone through terrible 
trauma.” 

He knows “for a fact” that the 


Pro-Life Campaign has had 
“some very serious problems with 


more extreme elements who have 
ut at risk their own credibility”’. 
hile the movement has “some 
very nuanced, thoughtful people, 
they can see some fellow go oft on. 
a solo run with the ghastly pic- 
tures destroying their case politi- 
cally, as they are a political 
organisation as well, which we are 
not.”’ He was relieved that at least 
the extreme anti-abortion ele- 
ments here do not have “‘a hit list 
of bishops”, as they do in the 
United States. 
Dr Comiskey appealed to both 
sides of the abortion debate to 
ensure a civilised discourse. 


‘There is no place on the left or 
the right for the kind of hysterical 
language which really does not 
reflect some of our statements, 
such as accusing us of ‘interfering 
with the democratic process’. 
You would think we had guns 
trained on the ‘Ta’ lobby.” 


Will a divorce referendum 
receive an easier run from the Hi- 
erarchy than in 1986? 


The- bishops would “still em- 
phasise the sanctity and indissol- 
ubility of marriage”. They would 
come out and “state the ideal, 
point to the value and give a pru- 
dential judgment. Once you leave 
the area of morality or doctrine, 
you are into the area of pruden- 
tial judgment and so a group of 
lawyers, say, would have to be lis- 
tened to.” 

If, however, the proposals were 


a “marital breakdown package” 
and not just a legalisation of div- 
orce, and “if the Government 
were seen to be addressing in a 
serious way all the issues of mar- 
riage breakdown and its causes, it 
would win a great deal of 
goodwill’’. 

Does this mean that the Hierar- 
chy would not oppose it? 

‘If this package is seen to be 


‘allotting resources to address the 


underlying issues for many di- 
vorces, then it would be more 
favourably received — by every- 
body,” was the cautious reply.. 


Will the Ireland of the 21st cen- 
tury still keep the faith? 


“Dublin will dictate to a great 
extent the future of the Irish 
Church. There are signs of a great 
revival in interest in spirituality, 
but that -is quite different from 
Organised church religion. We 
have an uphill task in convincing 
people that the Catholic Church 
is the medium for spirituality . . . 


“What annoys me and dis- 
tresses me is that we have such a 
treasure house in the Fathers of 
the Church, the mystics and 
others, yet we’re still on about 
abortion, contraception and div- 
orce, which are not life-giving 
messages. They are moral prob- 
lems which must be solved, but 
they’re not primary, and nobody 
is going to love Jesus more be- 
cause of the statement on 
abortion by the bishops.”

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The proposed condom 
legislation is a compromise 
arising from two decades 
of Irish solutions to 
Irish problems, writes 
Uinsionn Mac Dubhghaill 


IT IS almost 20 years since a judg- 
ment in the Supreme Court found 
the existing prohibition on contra- 
ception unconstitutional and forced 
the Government to bring forward 
the first contraceptive legislation. 
The judgment was in the McGee 
case, in which the President, Mrs 
Robinson, played a prominent role. 

In the mid-1970s, a Fine Gael/ 
Labour contraception Bill was in- 
troduced. The Bill was defeated 
when the then Taoiseach and other 
members of Fine Gael crossed the 
floor of the Dail and voted it down. 

Five years later, the leader of 
Fianna Fail, Mr Charles Haughey, 

ht forward his own proposals, 
which in a celebrated phrase he 
described as an “Irish solution to 
an Irish problem”. This proposed 
that contraceptives would be made 
available, but only to married cou- 
ples on presentation of a pre- 
scription. 

Recent moves to liberalise the 
contraceptive laws date from Feb- 
ruary of last year, when the Irish 
Family Planning Association lost 
an appeal in the Circuit Court in 
Dublin against a conviction for 
selling a condom in the Virgin 
M tore. 

e “case of the Virgin condom” 
sparked off widespread protests 
and prompted the then Taoiseach, 
Mr Haughey, to propose lowering 
the age at which condoms could be 
bought from 18 to 16. His sugges- 


tion met a chofus of political and 
clerical disapproval. 

When the Health (Family Plan- 
ning) (Amendment) Bill was finally 

blished last A it proposed 
owering the age limit to 17 and, 
more controversially, proposed giv- 
ing health boards the power to 'li- 
cense outlets where they could be 
sold. Mobile outlets, street traders 
and vending machines were 
excluded. 

The Bill attracted criticism for 
“passing the buck” and effectively 
allowing health boards to deter- 
mine Government policy. Critics 
assailed the proposal for making 
procedures once described as an 
[rish solution to an Irish problem 
2ven more complex. 

Members of the Western Health 
Board claimed the proposals were 
unworkable and would undermine 
the “moral fibre” of Irish society. 
To the embarrassment of the Pro- 
gressive Democrats, it emerged 
that the health board proposal had 
been devised by the Minister for 
Energy, Mr Bobby Molloy. 

Since then, pressure for more 
liberal contraceptive laws has con- 
tinued, and a group, Condom 
Sense, openly flouted existing leg- 
islation by installing condom-vend- 
ing machines in nightclubs. 

The appointment of the Minister 
for Health, Dr O’Connell, in Feb- 
ruary raised expectations that con- 
doms would be made more easily 


available. The new Minister an- 
nounced that he would. make a 
campaign against the spread of 
AIDS a priority, and pundits pre- 
dicted that he would hold a liberal 
line on condoms. 


Although the Bill does not —_ 
ise the of condoms by vending 
machines, it greatly increases the 
number of outlets where they may 
be bought — including pubs and 
nightclubs. 

Speaking on RTE radio yester- 
day, the Minister freely admitted 
that his present plans were a com- 
promise, but said they represented 
a major advance on previous pro- 
posals. In drawing up legislation 
he had taken into account a num- 
ber of representations from people 
who were concerned that condoms 
would become freely ‘available to 
young people. 

“If we see in later years that the 
public would be more tolerant 
towards it and would support it, 
then we would bring in whatever 
amendment is necessary,” he said. 


The Minister’s fears of intoler- 
ant public attitudes towards the 
wider availability of condoms may 
prove misp however, given 
that condoms have been freely sold 
over the counter for almost two de- 
cades in the Students’ Union of- 
fices in Trinity College, Dublin, 
and in similar outlets throughou 
the country. :

Unionist parties differ on the North’s new regiment 


TO THE strains of its adopted 
military quick march, “The 
Killaloe”, and with all the pomp 
and ballyhoo expected of such an 
occasion, the Royal Irish Regi- 
ment — the merging of the Ulster 
Defence Regiment and the Royal 
Irish Rangers — officially came 
into existence yesterday. : 
Dublin and the SDLP, with 
qualifications, seem prepared to 
offer the new regiment a “fair 
wind’. The Ulster Unionist Par- 
ty’s security spokesman, Mr Ken 
Maginnis, concedes that in a con- 
tracting British army the merger 
is inevitable. The UDR, although 
the largest regiment in the army, 
was treated as the military “poor 
relation”. In the UUP’s view, this 
merger would increase career 
prospects and strengthen links 
with the British army proper. — 
But there were no such positive 
comments from the Democratic 
Unionist Party. Its spokesman, 
Mr Sammy Wilson, is certain of a 


‘“‘*hidden agenda” to weaken local 
defences against the IRA. He is 
derisive of Dublin’s hope, in its 
official response to the merger, 
that all sections of the British se- 
curity forces in the North “should 
be seen to be free of all suspicion 
of partisan influences, and should 
be strictly impartial and even- 
handed in the discharge of their 
duties.” 

‘“‘The fact is that terrorists have 
got to be beaten,” Mr Wilson 
said, adding colourfully: “I’m not 
into this business of winning 
hearts and minds. I prefer what 
an American general said in Viet- 
nam: ‘If you grab them by the 
balls their hearts and minds will 
follow’.” 

On paper, the formation of the 
regiment seems to be a simple 
restructuring of the army. The 
current seven battalions of the 
UDR, comprising 6,000 soldiers 
— half full-time, the remainder 
part-time — will remain intact in

the merger, functioning exclu- 
sively in the North, as heretofore. 
The Royal Irish Rangers 
element of the merger will form 
into its own general-service bat- 
talion of about 900 soldiers after 
a year or so, serving abroad and 
in the North, also as heretofore. 


The difference is that the new 
regiment allows for the mutual 
““exchange of personnel and expe- 
rience”’ between the general ser- 
vice and home service (that is, the 
old UDR) battalions. Now, offi- 


reports. 


cers, NCOs and privates will have 
the opportunity to apply to trans- 
fer to the home or general-service 
battalions. 

Moreover, UDR officers could 
rise only to the rank of major be- 
cause the regiment was exclu- 
sively home-based, but they will 
now have similar career opportu- 
nities to the regular army. 

The argument is that the con- 
tact with the Rangers element in 
the Royal Irish Regiment will 
lead to improved professionalism 


in the home-service battalions. 
It’s here that the DUP fears a cor- 
rupting influence. The party is 
conscious that about 25 per cent 
of the Rangers are Catholics, and 
that a considerable number either 
come from, or have relatives in, 
the Republic. 

Mr Wilson is concerned about 
the potential Southern influence. 
“The problem is the failure to 
understand what has motivated 
UDR soldiers,” he said. “They 
didn’t want to be professional sol- 


diers — they wanted to do some- 
thing for their country.” And to 
date, 244 UDR soldiers have died 


' defending the union, the vast ma- 


jority either while off-duty or in 
retirement. 

He added that, from a loyalist 
perspective, there was a view that 
sections of the RUC had “sold 
out” in that the “British govern- 
ment tells them what to do and 
they do it’’, even if it is to the 
disadvantage of the Protestant or 
loyalist people. First and fore- 
most, the UDR was a local militia 
defending loyalists against its 
enemies, and that vital tirst prin- 
ciple is now in jeopardy, Mr Wil- 
son fears. 

Despite the official assurances, 
he believes the plan is eventually 
to scrap the part-time element of 
the UDR. Rigorous fitness tests 
and re-vetting were part of a sin- 
ister move to “weed out” part- 
timers from the new regiment, he 
said. 


However, there has been little 
evidence of any mutiny from the 
old UDR. Mr Maginnis, a former 
major in the UDR, is critical of 
Mr Wilson’s analysis. Those who 
criticised the merger were those 
“who thought so highly of it that 
they never wore the uniform” of 
the UDR, he said. “These are the 
champions of the Third Force, 
hillside rallies and Ulster Resis- 
tance who, by their selfishness, 
systematically risked undermin- 
ing UDR morale when it was

“The UDR established itself 
through the integrity of its own 
members, and the new regiment 
will do the same,” he added. 

For the Government and the 
SDLP, their hopes are Mr Wil- 
son’s fears. Scores of complaints 
were raised through the secretar- 
iat of the Anglo-Irish Conference 
against the UDR. 

A major gripe is that the origi-

nal agreement that all UDR pat- 
rols would have RUC 
accompaniment was not hon- 
oured, and that most complaints 
arose when there was no RUC ac- 


-companiment. The statistic of 


1,500 UDR soldiers being con- 
victed of serious crime, including 
19 of murder, is often quoted. 

However, while expressing 
many reservations, Dublin and 
the SDLP appear willing, initially 
at least, to give the new Royal 
Irish Regiment a chance to prove 
to nationalists that, over time, 
they can be impartial. 

As the SDLP security spokes- 
man, Mr Seamus Mallon, ex- 
plained: “We'll give it a fair 
wind.” But, as the official party 
line adds, “the jury is still out 
until we see the regiment in oper- 
ation, particularly its part-time 
elements. : 

“The hope now is that the new

THE poor and the oppressed have lost a 
bonny fighter in Anne Maguire, who died in 
a road accident just outside Dungannon on 
Monday evening. Her last article to appear 
in her lifetime was published in this news- 
paper on Friday, and was about a call by 
the Belfast-based Campaign for the Adminis- 
tration of Justice that British legislation 
against racism should be extended to North- 
ern Ireland and that it should include special 
protection for travellers. 


She talked to members of the travelling 
community and of the Chinese comunity in 
Northern Ireland about their experience of 
living in a society already riven by ethnic 
tensions. A spokeswoman for the Chinese 
Welfare Association said that in their ex- 
6 up to 90 per cent of Chinese people 

ad experienced some form of discrimina- 
tion on account of their race. So much for 
the comforting notion that the only prejudice 
that exists in Northern Ireland is between 
Catholics and Protestants. 


Anne’s reporting was rigorously 
researched and written with great care. She 
always took that extra bit of trouble so that, 
more often than not, there was something at 
the end of the piece, however short, which 
jolted one’s easy assumptions. But what set 

er apart as a journalist was a rare, 

compassionate humanity. It is not easy to go 
on caring in Northern ireland. There are so 
many calls on one’s pity that after a while 
there is a temptation simply to close the 
heart to grief. 

For a journalist, particularly a young 
woman sensitive to other people’s feelings 
and to their need for privacy, it must have

seemed appallingly intrusive to go along to 
yet another home, devastated by the loss of 
a beloved husband or other relative in the 
violence. It isn’t simply that one has the 
sense of bringing the public world into a 
scene of private grief and exploiting it. One 
is also dreadfully aware that by the end of 
the week, sooner maybe, this tragedy will 
be forgotten. The family will be left alone to 
cope with the bitter aftermath of loss while 
we, the media, move on to the next atrocity. 

It must often have been particularly 
difficult for Anne, who came from Ferman- 
agh and felt so much for both communities 
in the North. Yet what I remember most 
vividly about her reports, after the attack on 
the bookie’s shop in the Lower Ormeau 
Road for example, or in the homes of those 
who lost husbands and fathers: after the 
bomb at Teebane Cross, was how careful 
she was to respect their dignity, how 
personally she identified with their grief. In 
return, they trusted her. One saw it at 
funerals, when a minister would single her 
out, Or-mourners walking behind a coffin 
would greet her..

Anne Maguire didn’t spend all her time at 
funerals or reporting on the violence. She 
could dissect a legal story with clinical 
accuracy and, as important, present it so 
that the lay reader could understand it. Her 
investigation of the UDR Four case, for 
example, and the flaws in the evidence 
against them played an important part in 
getting the case referred back to the Court 
of Appeal in Belfast. But she was always 
scuealt aware of the hardship which legal 
and bureaucratic decisions can cause to 
individuals, and how the perception of 
injustice feeds back into the community to 
fuel the sense of bitterness and alienation

which is a potent factor in keeping the 
conflict alive. 

A number of recent events, of which by 
far the most personally poignant was Anne’s 
death, have pushed me to think on the 
responsibilities and challenges facing us as 
journalists, North and South. 

One set of challenges was put under the 
ht last Friday at Trinity College when 
radlee, the legendary editor of the 
Washington Post at the time of Watergate,

role of the press in modern society.

—_— with eloquence and some passion of 
the need to resist the pressures of a 
powerful establishment, whether these take 
the form of threats from government, or 
legal action, or the need to make a profit. 
He also talked about the more modern 
threat to the public’s right to know from the 
relentless trivialising of the news by what 
has become known as “infotainment” in 
television and pop magazines. 

It was a graceful occasion, a long way 
from the back streets of Belfast. There was 
chilled white wine in the beautiful atrium at 
Trinity before the lecture, and well-deserved 
tributes were paid to Mr Bradlee’s courage 
and his fine record as an editor. No 
journalist would question the importance of 
that brand of tough, persistent investigative 
reporting exemplified by the terrior-like 
— of the Nixon administration by the 

ashington Post, and the ripples which 
spread outwards from it. In this country 
over the past year we have seen, almost for 
the first time, the same journalistic approach 
brought to bear in the media on scandals 
that include Greencore and Goodman. As a 


result, we have learnt a great deal, much of 
it extremely disturbing, about how those 
with access to money and influence are able 
to use and misuse power. If these abuses 
are corrected, or even limited, it will be due 
in no small part to the persistence of 
journalists and editors, not all of them Irish. 

But in a society as unequal as ours there 
is, too, ad rate need for another kind of 
journalism which focuses on those who are 
without power and feel themselves alienated 
from the existing political structures. This 
isn’t simply a moral responsibility. We 
ignore groups which have been marginalised 
in this way at our peril. If the media ignore 
them they will look to other, more destruc- 
tive ways of highlighting their grievances. 

John Birt, shortly to become director- 
general of the BBC, once wrote about the 
journalist’s primary duty as being a “‘mis- 
sion to explain’. He was much criticised 
both for the pomposity of the phrase and, it 
was said, because what it led to was endless 
boring exposition rather than hard news. 
But what he meant, I think, was that we 
need to know not simply how people are 
= each other in what seems like another 
mindless war but why they are doing it. It 
isn’t enough to show the latest terrible 
pictures of a car bomb in Belfast, or the 
dead and dying in the streets of Sarajevo. It 
is sO easy, confronted with such images; to 
demonise one side or the other; much more 
difficult to understand why the violence 
happens and how it might be stopped. 

Anne Maguire gave a voice, over and 
over again, to those who would never 
Otherwise have been heard. She will be 
much missed.

~ Cracks in the French-German entente 


make Mitterrand’s task difficult 


PRESIDENT Frangois_ Mitt- 
errand touched on it last night 
when he addressed the nation on 
television. With the French tri- 
colour behind him, he played 
obliquely on French fears about 
their future. European union, he 


said, would be the only means of 


protecting France from _ blood- 
thirsty wars and from the ravages 
of economic superpowers. 


It was an interesting way of 


launching the campaign which 
will preoccupy France for the 
next three months. If the anti- 
Maastricht campaigners are going 
to play on fears of loss of sover- 
eignty, then the ‘Yes’ camp will 
find even deeper, more frighten- 
ing spectres with which to haunt 
the electorate. 


For quite suddenly, the think- 
ing about Europe has changed 
within France. For years it was 
about surging ahead in _ the 
driver's seat of the Community, 
dragging more reluctant members 
along behind. The tone — if the 
issue was discussed at all — was 
triumphalist. The few opponents 
of Europe were marginalised and 
little heeded: 

Now, dramatically, all that con- 
sensus is in doubt. The French 
press is running “worst-case sce- 
nario” articles. What if the ‘No’ 
voters weretocarryit ... | 
Opinion polls show a small ma- 
jority for the ‘Yeses’ but a highly 
unpredictable number of don’t- 
knows. The latest poll published 
yesterday by Le Figaro reported 
that 40 per cent were undecided 
or might abstain. 

The campaign has become 
fraught with danger for the gov- 
ernment, which must keep up the 


interest and momentum through- . 


out the political black hole of the 
holiday season. For it is more 
likely that the ‘No’ voters, implic- 
itly rejecting the government, will 
turn out in greater numbers than 
the “Yeses,’ who may not feel so 
strongly about the subject. 

Ministers privately shake their 
heads and say that the result is by 
no means a foregone conclusion, 
that they will need to conduct a 
thorough campaign of _infor- 
mation. 


So what has changed in France? 

The truth is that the world out- 
side has changed, making it clear 
that France is no longer the proud, 
strong, and, above all, independ- 
ent nation that it was under Gen- 
eral De Gaulle.

denly became an_ intimidating 
giant. 

The unification was frostily 
received by France, which realised 
that the justification for its highly- 
prized seat on the Security Coun- 
cil of the United Nations 
disappeared with the return of full 
German sovereignty. French-Ger- 
man relations have been strained 
ever since as the French grapple 
with the notion of a relationship 
out of kilter. 

On major questions within the 
EC, such as adopting a common 


position on Yugoslavia, France 
and Germany have very different 
convictions. The German press 
has been highly critical of France’s 
“Jacobin” attitude of reluctance 
to recognise the _ individual 
republics. 

The French, for their part, are 
beginning to realise that they 
don’t understand Germany very 
well. They are baffled by its fluid 
approach to borders and by the 
idea that there are pockets of Ger- 
mans all ovef eastern a -- 
who remain Germans even if they 


have been living in other countries 
for centuries. 

French politicians now talk in 
fearful tones about the need to 
rein Germany into the Commu- 
nity, lest it go down other roads. A 
leading Opposition figure, Mr 
Francois Léotard, before he was 
obliged to resign this week, was 
campaigning for a ‘Yes’ vote on 
these grounds. 

If France rejected Maastricht, 
he warned recently, “they will find 
themselves with a Germany 
which, in its heart, might prefer 


another direction. We French 
know very well what that means.” 

Another world event which al- 
tered France’s view of itself was 
the Gulf War, which called into 
question its independence as a 
military power and showed up the 
inadequacy of its conventional 
weapons. Now even its prized nu- 
clear ‘force de frappe’’ is being 
revealed as unusable and too ex- 
pensive to modernise. 

These inadequacies and 
insecurities are underlying the de- 
bate on Maastricht. The oppo- 


nents of the treaty — some 
Gaullists, Communists and the 
National Front -- say it should be 
rejected because they want France 
to be as it used to be, a major 
power. The pro-Maastricht cam- 
paigners seem to be arguing that 
France alone can no longer play a 
leading role in the world. 

It needs the protection of the 
European umbrella in order to 
survive. 

Mr Mitterrand is anxious that 
the referendum does not turn into 
a vote for or against himself. 


At the same time, a ‘Yes’ would 
be an endorsement of the main 
thrust of Mr Mitterrand’s foreign 
policy throughout his 11 years in 
power. Under the Fifth Republic, 
the president has sweeping powers 
in foreign policy and Mr 
Mitterrand has used these to act 
as a driving force for European 
integration within the Com- 
munity. 

A decisive ‘Yes’ in France 
would confirm the 75-year-old 
president’s place of honour in the 
history books.

Major takes up baton 
of EC leadership 


THE British Presidency of the EC 
was ushered in with a bout of mu- 
tual backslapping by the British 
Prime Minister, Mr Major, and 
the President of the EC Commis- 
sion, Mr Jacques Delors, and as- 
surances that both sides could 
work well together. 

Mr Delors said he was not in 
the least worried that the baton of 
EC leadership was passing, at this 
crucial hour, to a country which 
had failed to “9 up for monetary 
union and had opted out of the 
Maastricht agreement on social 
policy. 

Mr Major, in turn, promised to 
pursue the EC agenda with vigour 
and determination. 

The reason for all this sweet- 
ness and light is that the Commis- 
sion and the British now share a 
common passion for the latest EC 
fashion: the principle of 
subsidiarity. This is jargon for 
less EC intervention and for deci- 
sions being taken as close as poss- 
ible to the people affected by 
them. 

The subsidiarity principle was 
enshrined in_ the Maastricht 
Treaty, but no one in Brussels or 
anywhere else paid much heed 
until the Danish referendum 
result forced the Community to 
examine its collective conscience. 

Since then, the emphasis has 
been on making the EC more 
businesslike, more accountable 
and altogether more relevant to 
European citizens. For the mo-

ideal for a federal Europe has 
been scaled down and put 
squarely on the back burner. 

This is all very agreeable to the 
British who are now confident 
that the EC tide is turning their 
way. The challenge now, accord- 
to Mr Major, is to make 
subsidiarity a “natural part of the 
Community’s instincts, instead of 
something which is wheeled out 
when it is convenient”. 

This will, he said, be one of the 
major objectives of the six-month 
Presidency. The other priorities 
will be to achieve progress in the 
budget negotiations and on en- 
larging the Community. 

Mr Major gave no clue as to 
how the Danes could be enticed 
back on board the Euro-train. 
Denmark’s ratification of the 
Maastricht Treaty is essentially a 
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Danish and not a Community 
problem, and they themselves 
must resolve it, he said. “We 
need to give the Danes some time 
in which to take stock.” 

At the joint press conference 
yesterday, Mr Delors did not 
much resemble the “Tsar of Brus- 
sels” of popular tabloid legend. 
He sat quietly, almost meekly, be- 
side Mr Major and seemed alto- 
gether most anxious to please. 

“The most important thing for 
me is not to be powerful,” said 
Mr Delors. ““The most important 
thing is to be useful. Evidently I 
do not please many in the British 
press, but that is not my 
problem.” 

Mr Delors was unfazed by pro- 
vocative questioning from British 
journalists. One asked if he was 
uncomfortable working with a 
Presidency which was so deter- 
mined to clip his wings. 

“You must understand,” he 
replied earnestly, “that the Presi- 
dency and the Commission are on 
the same side.”’ Not surprisingly, 
there was much guffawing among 
the assembled press corps. 

The Commission President 
even refused to be animated by a 
question about his old foe, Baron- 
ess Thatcher. “I have no inten- 
tion of interfering in internal 
British politics,” he said.

The welter of local — 
histories, and studies of buildings, 
communities and _ personalities, 
Suggest a greater then ever 
interest in the place of the Church 
of Ireland in Irish society and to 
some extent mirrors an increased 
willingness by the members of the 
Church to fully involve them- 
selves in all facets of Irish - life. 

It is therefore of some signifi- 
cance that a new Association of 
Church Archivists in Ireland has 
been launched recently. Since 
1979 there has been an associa- 
tion for the archivists of religious 
orders which, on the most com- 
mendable initiative of its own 
members, has reformed its consti- 
tution to create an association for 
the church activists, lay or 
ordained, of all denominations. 

The archivist of the Church of 
Ireland, Dr Raymond Refausse, 
has joined the new association, as 
has Miss Sheila Regan from the 
Diocesan Registry in Belfast, who 
was a member of the group which 
produced the constitution of the 
new association. The Bishop of 
Conor, Dr Poyntz, has enrolled 
his diocesan registrar, Canon 
Edgar Turner, as a member, and 
it is hoped that other officers of 
the Church who have a responsi- 
rae for records will also join. 

e Church of Ireland has 
made considerable progress in the 
management of its archives in 
recent years, it was the first of 
the Irish Churches to appoint a 
full-time professional archivist, in 
1981, and followed this in 1984 
with the creation of purpose-built 
storage accommodation at the 
Representative Church Body 
Library in Dublin. 

The provision of this facility 
has encouraged local custodians 
of archives to deposit them in the 
library. In particular, parish 
clergy and diocesan and cathedral 
officers, who have rarely the time 
or the facilities to adequately care 
for archives, have been very 
ready to deposit records, and as 
the collection in Dublin has 
grown, so too, has its use, as 
scholars and researchers can have 
easy access to _ professionally 
Organised material.

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A GOOD 
BEGINNING 


The agreement of the four main constitutional 
parties in Northern Ireland to discuss North-South 
relations with the governments of the Republic and 
Britain is the most significant step taken since Mr 
Peter Brooke tentatively suggested something akin to 
the current process in late 1990; and it may turn out 
to be the first sign of a departure as daring as 
Sunningdale. 

As usual in most announcements of progress on 
the North, the caveats are almost as important as the 
substance. Ten weeks after the process began, the par- 
ties have not completed discussions on the North’s 
internal administration. The unionists’ proposal of 
devolution and an elaborate committee system 
remains on the table; so does the SDLP’s more radical 
scheme with its European and southern dimensions. 
As yet there are no signs of give on either side. 

But getting to the point where the unionists were 
prepared to meet the Irish Government had always 
been considered at least as difficult as securing inter- 
party agreement in the North. Now, the ice has been 
broken: the unionists attended Tuesday’s inter-gov- 
ernmental meeting in London over which Mr David 
Andrews and Sir Patrick Mayhew presided; the first 
time that the Rev Ian Paisley had encountered an 
Irish minister face-to-face. 
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Still, last night’s announcement — made after Sir 
Patrick had had several meetings with party leaders in 
Stormont — must awaken a sense of anticipation 
among those who believe that, now as ever, progress 
depends on dialogue between the constitutional repre- 
sentatives of all pérsuasions. Both the Secretary of 
State and the Minister for Foreign Affairs were clearly 
aware of the opportunities and challenges presented 
by yesterday’s achievement. 

Mr Andrews, who was replying to a debate on the 
North in the Seanad when the announcement was 
made in Stormont, said the Government looked for- 
ward to working actively and constructively under the 
independent chairmanship of Sir Ninian Stephen, 
who is expected to convene the first meeting of the 
new round in London next week. But he was not 
under any illusion about the size of the task that now 
faced the Government and others engaged in the pro- 
cess. Among the Northern parties, bound by their 
pledges of confidentiality, there was no reaction; but 
their constituents may dare to feel new hope at the 
latest news. 

It is common enough for political parties and 
their leading members to feel the scourge of public 
opinion. Last night at least they deserved a measure of 
praise. They scarcely need opinion polls or the urging 
of other community leaders to persuade them that 
they are heading in the right direction; they may in 
weeks or months to come need all the support they 
can be given to encourage them to persevere.

RTE’S REVENUE “CAP” 


Sir, — I refer to a report in The 
Irish Times on June 24th by 
Padraig Yeates on a meeting of 
senior RTE executives with the 
Joint Oireachtas Committee on 
Commercial State-Sponsored 
bodies. The reported references 
to Ulster Television by Assistant 
Director General Mr Bobb 
Gahan, and RTE Chairman Mr 
John Sorohan, include some sub- 
stantial factual errors. 

Firstly, Ulster Television is 
allowed an average of seven 
advertising minutes per hour, with 
a maximum of 7.5 advertising 
minutes per hour in peak-time, by 
the ITC Rules on Advertising 
Breaks published in January 1992. 
This is some way short of the 
nine minutes on average, with a 
maximum of 12 minutes, as 
reported. There may have been 
some confusion with satellite 
channels, which have a more 
liberal airtime allowance. 

Secondly, although Ulster 
Television showed an increase in 
advertising costs (for adults) of 
some 5 per cent in 1991, this was 
against a background of a 14.7 per 
cent deflation in 1990, and 
resulted from a loss of audience 
in Northern Ireland to Satellite 
and RTE, rather than an increase 
in advertising revenue. In fact, in 
1991, during the first full year of 
RTE’s revenue “cap”, Ulster 
Television’s revenue actually dec- 
lined by £100,000 to £23.7m. Dur- 
ing the same year, RTE’s adver- 
tising revenue is reported by 
Advertising Statistics Ireland to 
have increased by £5.6m, to 
£56.8m. 

Furthermore, the cost of adver- 
tising on Ulster Television was 25 
per cent lower than that of RTE, 


not half as reportedly stated by ’ 


the RTE executives to the 
Oireachtas committee. Our mar- 
ginal decline in advertising 
revenue, compared to RTE’s sub- 


'Stantial increase, hardly supports 


any claims of an exodus of tele- 
vision advertising revenue from 
the State. The statement that “up 
to 50 per cent of advertising 
budgets of some companies were 
leaving the State’ and by implica- 
tion, coming to Ulster Television, 
is certainly not reflected in our 
revenue figures, nor in the infor- 
mation and reports from our sales 
department. 

t also seems to ignore the fact 
that advertisers from all the major 
agencies in the Republic buy 
airtime on Ulster Television to 
target the Northern ‘Ireland con- 
sumer. We have always earned 
substantial revenues from 
agencies in the Republic, and it is 
for this reason that TSMS, our 
sales house, proposes opening an 
Office in Dublin later this year 
(this office has not ‘‘now 
opened’’, as stated in your 
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has an office in Belfast, 
and a substantial penetration of 
almost 30 per cent of homes in 
the North. We enjoy mutual co- 
operation on a wide range of 
issues and programmes, but 
where “overlap” occurs, we do 


occasionally compete for both.

ZOOS AND SURVIVAL 


Sir, — As a zoo director, I 
normally find it stimulating to 
read an article in which the 
author expresses. his opinion on 
modern zoos and the roles they 
play in the conservation of exotic 
animal species. The more so 
when the article itself is thor- 
oughly researched and well- 
written. The fact that controlled 
breeding programmes in the cap- 
tive situation support the preser- 
vation of a number of animal 
species is generally recognised 
and appreciated in the conserva- 
tion world as a whole. 

I presume even this reached Mr 
Myers (Irishman’s Diary, June 
5th). Conservation in the zoo will 
always be a second-best solution; 
however, it is still a good tool to 

revent certain animals from 

ming extinct. 

A critical look at the conditions 
in which some zoos keep their 
animals and the way in which 
they co-operate in captive breed- 
ing is always required. The 
majority of zoos in the 
world, and I consider that both 
Dublin and Rotterdam fall in this 
category, in general respond 
seriously to these comments. 

However, there is one essential 
criterion which must form the 
basis of any such comment and 
that is that the information pro- 
vided is true. I do not believe this 
is the case in Mr Myers’s article. 
I have visited both Dublin and 
Singapore zoos in the latter half 
of last year; also Rotterdam Zoo 
is for me _ rather familiar. In 
addition I have also seen the 

orilla enclosures in Dublin, 
ingapore and Leipzig zoos and 
am familiar with the gorilla groupe 
both in Dublin and Rotterdam. On 
the basis of this knowledge I only 
can express my sincere dismay 
regarding the inaccuracies and the 
biased anthropomorphism in Mr 
Myers’s article. 

o refer to a male adult gorilla 
as a ‘“400-pound monster” may 
be an eye-catching statement for a 
controversial article but it can b 
no means be called a_ well- 
considered term for a _ close 
relative of our ancestors, Mr 
Myers’s included. I also wonder 
whether the reference to Lena as 
a militant and lesbian feminist 
— in boiler suit and cropped 
air contributes much to a better 
knowledge of gorillas and their 
behaviour for the readers of The 
Irish Times. 

Instead it clearly indicates that 
Mr Myers has- not had a proper 
look at Lena, a typical example of 
a socially-raised young gorilla. By 


socially I mean that she was born 
in a well-established family group, 
reared by her own mother and 
functioned for a number of years 
as a normal member of _ that 
froup. After that time she and her 
alf-sister and three of her half- 
brothers left as a group for 
Dublin. 

I would guess that Mr Myers 
has never seriously looked at a 
orilla or a gorilla group either in 

ublin or elsewhere in. his entire 
life. The opinion he expressed in 
The Irish Times must, therefore, 
be considered in the same cate- 
gory as an opinion recently 
voiced here in the Netherlands 
that in Ireland it is apparently still 

ible for a bishop of the 

tholic Church ‘to be succeeded 

by his own son. It is a statement 

which cannot be taken seriously, 

but nevertheless still reaches and 

possibly influences a lot of 

people.

Elizabeth Shaw-Graetz 


An Appreciation 


The Irish-born artist Elizabeth 
Shaw has died aged 72 in Berlin. 
Of Leitrim and Armagh parent- 
age, she left the Belfast Royal 
Academy in 1933 and was trained 
at Chelsea Art School with Henry 
Moore and Graham Sutherland as 
teachers, and Dirk Bogarde as a 
contemporary student. She 
worked as an illustrator and 
cartoonist during the war partly 
through the left-wing monthly Our 
Time, and partly in the Hulton 
magazine Lilliput as one of the 
rising generation of cartoonists 
like Ronald Searle and her friend 
Paul Hogarth. 

In 1 she moved to Germany 
with her husband, the Swiss-born 
sculptor and painter René Graetz. 
to make a new 
socialist Germany, they put their 
efforts into building a new com- 
munist society while learning both 
the German language and German 
ways. Elizabeth and René suf- 
fered among the ruins, with other 
Berliners, the cold and desperate 
shortages of the postwar winters. 
René was then told by the Ger- 
man authorities he was not a 
German citizen and they were to 
be treated as aliens. However, an 
advantage lay in their being able 
to travel and thus to attend the 
founding meetings of UNESCO in 
Paris. 

Modern art had been banned by 
the Nazis and now their Commu- 
nist friends were going through 
the Stalinist crises over 
“formalism”. The world of art 
they had been brought up in was 
unknown to many and suspect to 
the authorities, as indeed were all 
those who had returned from 
England or America after the war. 

lizabeth observed people care- 
fully and her caricatures of the 
east Berlin intellectual world 
made her reputation. For 20 years 
she contributed monthly articles 


on places and people for Das 
Magazin. 

Like other communists, Eliza- 
beth had accepted Stalin’s leader- 
ship in. the forties. The demon- 
strations against the communist 
state in Berlin of June 17th, 1953, 
came as a shock. Elizabeth’s 
alienation from the régime re- 
duced her work for the party 
newspaper and allowed her to 
expand artistically. An early pro- 
duct at this stage were illustra- 
tions of Brecht’s poems for 
children. She then wrote and 
illustrated a number of children’s 
books which sold widely in East 
Germany and brought her interna- 
tional acclaim. 

Clear of politics, she moved 
from her successful children’s 
books to books on the places she 
had visited and loved, particularly 
Ireland. Her work became more 
widely known. She was awarded 
the Kathe Kollwitz prize in 
1981 and there were Arts Council 
exhibitions of her work in both 
Coventry and Belfast. 

The last of Elizabeth’s 
children’s books, “The Little 
Black Sheep’, was published by 
the O’Brien Press in Dublin, and 
translated into German, Swedish 
and ao: Her autobiography, 
“Trish 
German) in 1990, as East and 
West Berlin joined, with the end 
of the Cold War and the 
breaching of the Wall. In it she 
emphasised her Irish heritage and 
attachment: which had led her to 
ensure that her children and 
grandchildren retained Irish pass- 
ports. 

Her ashes are being returned to 
Ireland.

An Bord Glas is a hard-work- 
ing organ of the State charged 
with developing and promoting 
the horticulture industry in this 
country.

none. Television pictures show- 
ing cucumbers about to go, not 
to the market, but to the dump, 
were hardly the best way to sell 
that image.

e once again. “Let the mes- 
— out,” says Brendan 
O’Donnell, chief executive of 
the board, “cucumbers are good 
for you”’. 

That’s all very well, but 
people like Mr Donogh McCar- 
thy-Morrogh, a Cork-based 
horticulturalist, are less than 
gruntled about the manner in 
which the cucumber crisis was 
handled by the Government.

enormous room for growth. 

Putting aside for the moment 
the cucumber difficulties, he 
suggests that pesticide-free 
crops, which are labour inten- 
sively produced, could provide

“Not at all. The organic move- 
ment is growing at a very fast 
pace and we are still considered 
by mainland Europeans as the 
last clean country in this part of 
the world. 


European comparison 


“‘When we compare ourselves 
to our European neighbours, we 
actually do have clean water 
and air, and our food products 
are amongst the best in the 
world. If we develop and pro- 
mote organically-grown crops 
we could save the Irish small 
farmer, contribute in no small 
measure to job creation, and 
strengthen the economy in a Sig- 
nificant way.” 

So why is it not happening? 
The answer is that it is, al-

moving as fast as the organic 
people would like. Two years 
ago, Bord Glas produced a 
report on organic vegetables 
which concluded that the poten- 
tial for the development of the 
industry was enormous and that 


According to the board, there 
are now close ties with the three 
Organic organisations in Ire- 
land: the Irish Organic Farmers’ 
and Growers’ Association, the 
Organic Trust, and the Bio-Dy- 
namic Association. A certifica- 
tion committee, which imposes 
stringent standards on the or- 
ganic industry and which acts as 
a watchdog, meets ony 
and an organic unit, with a pro- 
motional budget of £450,000, 
has been established in the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Awash With Imports 


The popular perception, says 
Mr O’Donnell, is. that this 
country is awash with foreign 
vegetable imports like Dutch 
and Cypriot potatoes, Spanish 
onions, and French cauli- 
flowers. The reality, though, is 
somewhat different. If potatoes 
are included, then the value of 
Irish horticultural exports per 
annum now stands at £38 mil- 
lion, while the total value of im- 
ports comes out at £37 million. 
We are actually making head- 
way and Irish researchers in in- 
stitutions like Teagasc are 
working to extend the 
seasonality of Irish crops so that 
home-produced products are 
available for longer stretches of 
the year. By 1993, the board 
plans to have created an addi- 
tional 1,800 full time jobs, as 
well 1,500 part time jobs, in the 
industry, a target that will be 
achieved, Mr O’Donnell says. 

For the moment though, the 
powers that be~are concerned 
with restoring the image of an 
industry that has been badly 
dented by the cucumber scare, 
and over the next few weeks we 
will see various promotional 
efforts aimed at doing just that. 
At present, we produce 1,800 
tonnes of cucumber each year, 
valued at £1 million, and we 
import a further £800,000 
worth of the vegetable. Clearly, 
there is a lot to play for, and 
just maybe, valuable lessons 
have been learned on this oc-

MANAGING THE ARTS 


Sir, — Samuel Walsh (letters, 
June 23rd) suggests that in recent 
years the bureaucracy of the Arts 
Council has increased dramatic- 
ally and this has soaked up funds 
which could have been better 
directed at artists and their prac- 
tice. 

_ Given the significant burgeon- 
ing of arts activities which we 
have seen in Ireland in recent 
years and the consequent 
demands which have been placed 
on the Arts Council’s resources 
— both human and financial — I 
can well understand that there 
might be a perception that the 
costs of the council’s bureaucracy 
must have increased enormously. 
I am happy to reassure your 


p 
readers that this is not so: there - 


are 22 staff members and there 
has not been any increase in this 
number for over 10 years. In fact, 
the council has been operatin 

below its establishment staff leve 
for virtually the whole of the past 
10 years, and, following a recent 
management review, some modest 
increase in staff levels is currently 
under consideration so as to 
ensure the maintenance of an 
appropriate level of service to the 
rapidly expanding arts sector. 

e council has always strictly 
controlled the costs of its 
administration and staff levels are 
well below those of similar orga- 
nisations. In 1992 only seven 
per cent of the council’s total 
expenditure will be incurred in 
administering the arts. 

Although this careful manage- 
ment of the resources available to 


it enables the council to apply the 
maximum funding to promotin 
and assisting the arts, the counci 
is keenly aware that there are 
many very meritorious initiatives 
which it is unable to assist and 
that few, if any, of those who are 
recipients of grant-aid can be 
supported to the level which 
would enable them to realise their 
full potential. 

The council appreciates the 
constructive and imaginative 
approach taken by the many arts 
managers and administrators 
throughout Ireland who, despite 
inadequate funds, succeed in 
facilitating a wide range of arts 
events and projects, often provid- 
ing a hidden subsidy themselves 
in terms of their own very modest 
incomes. 

The council is not without 
hope, however, that the gap be- 
tween the needs of the arts in 
Ireland and the resources avail- 
able to meet those needs can be 
filled. The commitment to achiev- 
ing the target level of funding of 
£13. million (inflation adjusted) 
which has been incorporated in 
the PESP has been warmly wel- 
comed by the council members, 
who themselves give so very 
generously of their time and 
expertise to enable the council to 
meet the objective established for 
it by the Arts Act. — Yours, etc.,

Yesterday’ the troubled newspaper 


oup confirmed it is looking for a new, 


investor. Mr Ingersoll is understood to be 
willing to sell out his entire stake in the 
company, if a buyer can be found. The 
businessman, who bought 50 per cent of 
Irish Press Newspapers in 1989 for £6 
million, is also willing to increase his 
Stake or to decrease it in.a bid to break 
the boardroom deadlock which exists be- 
tween directors of Ingersoll Publications 
and directors of Irish Press plc who in- 
clude Dr Eamon de Valera. Both sides 


control 50 per cent of Irish Press’ 


Newspapers. 


Mr Ingersoll is willing to sell his 50 per 
cent stake in Irish Press Newspapers for 
£8 million to Irish Press plc. The £8 mil- 
lion price puts a value of £16 million on 
the group’s total equity and this price is 
not seen as realistic by Irish Press plc. 
The £8 million sought by Mr Ingersoll 
does not include £5 million in loans 
which the US businessman has given to 
the company since 1989. 


Mr McGing’s acceptance of the chair 
of Ingersoll Irish Publications is being 
viewed as a confidence blow’ to Dr de 
Valera, the Irish Press plc managing di- 
rector. Dr de Valera had appointed Mr 
McGing as chairman of Irish Press plc in 
April 1991. The two had a working 
relationship for 25 years when Mr 

cGing, now executive chairman of the 


Agricultural Credit Corporation, was 
auditor to the Irish Press. 

A month ago, Mr McGing resigned as 
chairman of Irish Press plc because of 
“fundamental differences on policy” 
with Dr de Valera. In a statement 
following Mr McGing’s resignation an- 
nouncement, Dr de Valera said there was 
no policy split and he denied that he 
opposed radical management measures 
favoured by Mr McGing and representa- 
tives of the Ingersoll Company. 

Mr McGing is to become chairman of 
Ingersoll Iris 
replacing Mr Ingersoll who will stay on 
the company board. Mr McGing is not 

oing to be reappointed to the board of 
rish Press Newspapers for the time 
being.

SFA agrees NIB 
loan package 


THE Small Firms Association, a long-time critic of what it 
regards as excessive banking charges for its members, has 
agreed a new banking package with National Irish Bank which 
enables small firms to avail of lower interest rates under certain 
conditions. The package also includes an automatic reduction 
of 25 per cent in bank charges, the payment of interest on 
current account balances and the provision of cheque books on 
loan accounts. 

In order to avail of lower interest rates on their borrowings 
small firms must meet certain gearing, repayment and working 
capital requirements set by NIB. The bank must also be satis- 
fied that all payments for PAYE, PRSI and VAT are paid in full 
or are fully up to date. Firms meeting the conditions could get 
reductions of up to two percentage points below the AA rate — 
currently 13.5 per cent — on loans, and of 1.25 points below 
the AA rate on overdrafts. 

“‘These are the minimum concessions available,” Mr Frank 
Mulcahy, the SFA’s national secretary, said —— “Indi- 
vidual firms are free to negotiate additional terms with the 
bank.” He said the package makes the structure and criteria by 
which NIB decides on the interest rate to apply to small firm 
clients more transparent and described it as “a radical break 
with the position that has applied so far’’. 

The package includes a treasury management system which 
allows firms to make lodgments to and withdrawals from their 
loan accounts according to cash flow requirements. Mr 
Mulcahy said this provision and the lower interest rate regime 
“were the most difficult to negotiate but the most valuable 
parts of the package.” 

The SFA approached 13 financial institutions to seek terms 
for reducing banking charges for its members. Mr Mulcahy said 
NIB’s proposals “‘were far superior to anything else offered”’. 
The SFA and NIB have been negotiating final terms for the past 
eight months and the package released yesterday approved b 
the SFA’s national council last week. ;

SIB rejects

ALLEGATIONS of systematic 
fraud at the Lloyds of London 
insurance market have been dis- 
missed by Sir David Walker, 
former chairman of the securities 
and Investment Board, following 
a five-month investigation of the 
excess-of-loss ‘“‘spiral’’ reinsur- 
ance market.

More than £600 million of the 
£2 billion losses recently an- 
nounced for the 1989 underwriting 
year at Lloyd’s were incurred on 
a clutch of excess-of-loss ‘‘spiral”’ 
syndicates leading to losses of 
more than £100, for individual 
underwriting members. 


Earlier this year, as the size of

the excess-of-losses began to be 
appreciated, it was .alleged that 
external names were ‘duped into 
jOining the worst syndicates while 
rofessional insiders at Lloyd’s 
ept the best-performing syndi- 
cates to themselves. 


At the same time, it was alleged 
that insurance brokers creamed 
off large brokerage income by 
“churning” activities whereby the 
same insurance risks were rein- 
sured again and again with differ- 
ent syndicates a in dif- 
ferent layers of risk. 


Although Sir David’s_ report 
dismisses these allegations, it 
criticises some members’ agents 
for incompetence in recommend- 
ing excess-of-loss syndicates to 
“names”. Many members now 
facing huge losses probably did 
not appreciate the scale of risk 
involved, the report concludes. 


While Sir David’s report may 
be seen as a. setback to the 
litigation campaigns being fought 
by “names” on the worst-hit 
syndicates, his critical comment 
concerning the incompetence of 
members’ agencies may support 
their actions claiming compensa- 
tion for negligence.

€8m court order 


THE High Court was told yester- 
day that to date the old PMPA 
insurance company, now Primor 
plc (in administration) had got 
£107 million through Govern- 
ment levies imposed on non-life 
insurance policies, which include 
Irish motorists and householders. 

Mr. Justice Costello made an 
order for payment of £8 million 
from the Insurance Compensa- 
tion Fund to the administrator, of 
Primor, Peter Fitzpatrick. 

Mr. Peter Kelly S.C., for the 
administrator, said it was antici- 
pated that two more sums of £5 
million each would be drawn 
down, one at the end of this year 
and another in December, 1993. 

Mr. Kelly said it was not antici- 
pated there would be further 
monies sought by the Administra- 
tor and it was thought the admin- 
istration would end in 1996. 

The compensation fund was set 
up in 1983 to help solve the old 
PMPA’s financial problems. The 
Government appointed an ad- 
ministrator to the old company 
and levied two per cent on all 
non-life insurance business in Ire- 
land. This was reduced to one per 
cent last November. 

At a 1989 High Court hearing, 
Mr. Kelly had said the Minister

for Industry and Commerce con- 
curred with then administrator’s 
view that the old PMPA would 
never be in a position to repay 
monies “borrowed” from the 
Government sponsored fund. 

Yesterday, Mr. Fitzpatrick in 
an affidavit said the total amount 
drawn down by his predecessor 
was £86 million. In earlier years 
the money was used to pay claims 
while in more recent times it had 
been used to “strengthen invest- 
ment portfolio.” 

In 1989, he said the court 
agreed that his _ predecessor, 
Kevin O’Kelly could “hive 
down” the business and most of 
the company’s assets to a wholly 
owned subsidiary company with a 
net asset value of £25 million. 

The liability of Primor (the old 
PMPA company) for insurance 
claims was not transferred to the 
new company. 

Subsequently, and again with 
the court’s agreement, the shares 
in the new company were sold to 
Guardian Royal Exchange in 
1989 for £87 million which, tak- 
ing into account the capitalisa- 
tion of the new company, meant 
that net amount of £62 million 
was received by Primor for the 
goodwill of its business.

THE German government yester- 
day adopted a tough budget for 
1993, which limits spending 
growth to 2.5 per cent and which 
Finance Minister Theo Waigel 
said should help strengthen the 
world economy. 

Ahead of next week’s meeting 
of the main industrial nations in 
Munich, he also expressed confi- 
dence that German interest rates 
could soon fall, as the rate of in- 
flation would fall. But analysts 
believe that the Bundesbank is 
— to sanction an early cut. 

Speaking at a news conference 
after the cabinet unanimously 
adopted his budget, Mr Waigel 
said the spending plan will dem- 
onstrate 
to stability at next week’s summit 
of the Group of Seven (G7) lead- 
ing industrial countries. 


The draft budget limits to 2.5 
per cent the increase in public 
spending to 435.65 billion 
Deutschmarks (£163 billion) in 
1993. The minister plans to cut 
net borrowing by 2.5 billion 
Deutschmarks (£940 million) to 
38 billion Deutschmarks (£14 
billion) in 1993 and further to 25 
billion Deutschmarks (£9.39 
billion) by 1996. 


Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
praised the austerity budget, 
which he _ said showed the 
“strength of our state finances 
and the _ stability of the 
Deutschmark.”’

Russia

THE Russian Central Bank estab- 
lished a fixed rouble rate yester- 
day, ending a long po of 
separate exchange rates that put 
foreign business at a disadvantage. 


The new money policy will affect 
foreign firms doing business in 
Russia by removing their separate 
exchange rate, thus in a sense pro- 
viding an incentive to do business. 

Deputy Finance Minister Andrei 
Vavilov said the move will “restore 
equality.” 


The now-fixed market rate is 
125 roubles to the dollar. The gov- 
ernment had hoped a stronger rou- 
ble would permit fixing the rate 80 
roubles to the dollar. 


Under the old double standard 
separate accounting system, the 
commercial rate was most recently 
56 roubles to the dollar — less 
than half the market rate. 


There was also an auction rate 
and yet another official rate based 
on a so-called gold rouble that vir- 
tually equated roubles with dollars 
for certain foreign transactions.

IT WAS supposed to be a bit 
of a damp squib. There was a 
95 per cent chance of rain and 
a five per cent chance of 
thunder, with rain for “much 
of the afternoon’’. In

A declarer can sometimes bring 
home a difficult contract by 
simply running his long suit. 
First, there’s the chance that the 
defenders may be unable to guard 
or retain all of their key cards 
while declarer runs his long suit. 
Second, there’s the chance that a 
defender will make an error in 
discarding as the suit is led. 

Take this case where it seems 
South should lose two club tricks 
and go down one in six spades. 
But if he reads the situation 


accurately — as he should — he 


can make the slam. 

South wins the jack of hearts 
lead with the king and plays five 
rounds of trumps, discarding two 
clubs from dummy. East follows 
to the first three rounds of trumps 
and discards a club on the fourth 
round, but he is trouble when the 
fifth trump is led. 

If East parts with a heart or a 
diamond, declarer can establish 
his twelfth trick by ruffing the 
third round of the suit that East 


discards. So let’s assume East 


discards his last club on the fifth 
trump lead. 

' In that case, South leads a 
heart and, if West follows low, 
plays the eight from dummy. This 
effectively puts an end to the 
proceedings after East wins the 
eight with the queen. Dummy’s 
nine of hearts later becomes de- 
clarer’s twelfth trick. 

If West plays the ten instead of 
the deuce on South’s heart lead at 
trick seven, the outcome is 
exactly the same. Declarer takes 
West’s ten with dummy’s ace and 
returns the nine of hearts throu 
East’s queen to establish the 
slam-going trick.

The making of glass was a 
small, scattered industry that was 
very dependent on timber, but 
was — exported from Ireland 
in the 16th century. Towards the 
end of the century George Longe 
mooted a project for the making 
of glass in Ireland. In a submis- 
sion to the Queen he pointed out 
that in the early part of her reign 
foreigners had been licenced to 
make glass in ene on condi- 
tion that they paid customs as if it 
were imported, and _ instructed 
Englishmen in the process. Longe 
sought a similar privilege for 
George Stone in Ireland. Apart 
from benefitting the Exchequer, it 
would provide employment in 
carrying wood, digging sand, clay 
etc., and the provision of trans- 
portation. He laid particular stress 
on the preserving English woods, 
Claiming that as the Irish woods 
contmued to grow again no harm 
would be done.

sioner for the Poll-money Ordi- 
nances of 1660 and 1661 for Co. 
Offaly, but this surname does not 
feature in any of our usual 
sources. Our most recent sighting 
of this name was that of William 
Bigoe Armstrong, the treasures of 
ro County Jury Officers in 
1880. It must have been at least 
two generations previously that 
the male line of the Bigo(e)s had 
ceased, for the above gent’s 
mother was a daughter of John 
Fleming M.P., Stouton Park, 
Hants., in England. Born in 1839, 
he married Anna Maria de 
Coursey, daughter of Jas. F. 
ag The Grove, Co. Dublin 
in 1866. We have not found any 
of the name in current telephone 
directories. There were seven 
Armstrong land-owners in Co. 
Offaly in 1876, none less than 
three figures, the largest being 
that of Rev. E. F. Armstrong, 
Castlefleming, Errill, who _pos- 
sessed 4,231 acres.

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New buyer 
emerges for

BUSINESS consortium 
which bought one of 
Ireland’s most distinctive 
Victorian houses, Humewood, 
and its 440-acre estate at 
- Kiltegan, Co Wicklow, has opted 
out of the deal and the property 
has now been acquired by the 
underbidder at the auction, Mrs 
Renata Coleman. 

Three weeks ago Humewood 
was sold at auction to the consor- 
tium for £850,000. The group later 
decided against proceeding with 
the purchase because. of difficul- 
ties in using venture capital from 
an American investor on the re- 
furbishment of Humewood. The 
US partner is believed to be still 
looking for another Irish castle 
which could be turned into a 
leisure centre. 

The four-person consortium 
planned to develop Humewood as 
an exclusive recreational com- 
plex. A substantial sum of money 
was to have been spent on resto- 
ration work at the castle. The 
consortium was anxious to keep 
the estate intact and not to allow 
pe en sen. developments on it. 

rs Coleman, a widow, who is 
a renowned horsewoman and polo 
‘player, is believed to be planning 
to live at Humewood. She was 
one of four bidders at the auction 
when the bidding opened at 
£600,000. The estate was even- 
tually put “on the market” at 
£830,000 and was knocked down 
to the consortium when it reached 

There was considerable interest 
in the auction because the owner, 
a wealthy French widow, Mrs 
Catherine Marie Moreau. Hume 
Weygand, left £690,000 in her will 
to a number of staff members.

HE first residential development in the Temple Bar area of 

Dublin has been sold out completely within a few days of 

its launch. The sell-out is all the more notable since work 
on converting the upper floors at the old Royal Exchange Hotel 
in Parliament Street into apartments has only started, and the 
sales were achieved on the basis of brochures and drawings. 


Fifteen one and two-bedroom apartments ranging in price 
from £56,000 to £75,000 are to be provided in the four upper 
floors of the old hotel which is to be refurbished in the coming 
months. The flats will not be ready until early in 1993. 


The Hooke and MacDonald estate agency sold 10 of the 
apartments within hours of launching them on the market last 
Thursday. The others were sold in subsequent days. About 60 


remainder were acquired by investors. 

The rush to buy the apartments because of the attractive tax 
incentives available in Temple Bar is expected to encourage other 
developers to bring forward more schemes planned for the same 


inner city area.

‘‘amounted to a vote of confidence in Temple Bar’’.

OUSE prices in Dublin 
eased back slightly in the 
first three months of this 
ear, according to official figures 
issued by the Department of the 
Environment last night. The aver- 
age price of a second-hand house 
in Dublin fell from £62,275 in the 
last three months of 1991, to 
£60,553 in the first three months 
of 1992. This repesents a drop of 
2.8 per cent.

market in which second-hand 
prices rose for three successive 
quarters between April and Dec- 
ember last year. e rises were 
not very large in percentage 
terms, but the fact that there were 
three successive rises tends to 
confirm that whatever movement 
was taking place was in an 
upward direction. The decline 
recorded between January and 
March this year tends to suggest 
that this faint upward momentum 
has been lost. But it will take at 
least the next set of statistics 
covering the second quarter of 
this year to clarify the situation 
further. 


On a year-to-year basis, the 
figures suggest that second-hand 
—— in Dublin have risen by a 
ittle over four per cent in the 12 
months from Easter last year. The 
average price was £2,214 higher in 
the first quarter of this year than 
in the same period last year. 


Significantly too, the average 
price in the first three months of 
this year — despite the slight 
drop — is higher than was ever 
recorded during the Dublin 
ry boom between 1988 and 
1990. Prices peaked at £60,498 at 
the height of the boom between 
April and June 1990 — just a 
sliver below the £60,553 recorded 
in the first quarter of this year. 


Many people seem to think that 
prices have fallen since the boom 
days, but the statistical evidence 
Suggests that they are much the 
same as in the boom times. 
However, occasional houses 
which fetched particularly strong 
prices during the boom might be 
worth less today. This does not 
mean that prices generally have 
fallen — as househunters quickly 
realise when they set about trying 
to find a bargain. 


The latest figures also show 
slight falls in second-hand prices 
in Cork, Limerick and Galway, 
but Waterford has jumped ahead 
by over 8% per cent. The size 
of this increase suggests a 
statistical quirk.

Unveiling new 
thoughts behind 
old facade 


HK, VEN with the builders still 
on site, and the rooms still 
bare and unoccupied, the 
five newly-built houses on_ the 
corner of Ailesbury Road and 
Shrewsbury Road in Dublin 4 can 
easily be described as the best 
new houses of their type in recent 
years. 

Four of the houses are in one 
block; the fifth is an imaginative 
and spacious mews, with a long 
low extension. 

The scheme has been designed 
by architect John Meagher of de 
Blacam and Meagher for the 
developer Harry Crosbie, best 
known as the entreprenurial bus- 
-inessman who am the Point Depot 
off the ground. 

The ening permission for the 
development was conditional on 
the faccade of the original big 
old rambling corner house, 
Coreen, being replicated. While 
this obviously created difficulties 
in design, it has meant that each 
of the four houses in the main 
block is unique, both outside and 
inside. 

The architect has come up with 
interesting variations. There are 
rooms of unusual shape, skylights 
beaming light down the central 
stairwells, attractive sloping ceil- 
ings in the upper rooms, and 
windows in unexpected places. In 
addition there are conservatories, 
many fireplaces — even in the 
bedrooms — outdoor porches 
leading to outer halls and then in 


to inner halls, dressing rooms oft 
several of the bedrooms, elegant 
bathroom fittings and, above all, 
great light and space.* The back 
ardens, at about 80 feet, are 

tter than in most new houses. 
The whole scheme, even in its 
present unfinished state, is a 
splendid piece of work. 

Three of the four houses in the 
main block face on to Ailesbury 
Road — the fourth is on Shrews- 
bury Road. Of the Aijlesbury 
Road trio, two of them are three- 
storey, four-bedroom houses. One 
of these two is larger than the 
other; it has a floor area of 2,900 
square feet (700 square feet larger 
than the other one and it has 
three reception rooms rather than 
two. But the smaller one has the 
distinction of bearing the plaque, 

iving the date of the original 
ouse, 1898, over its imposing 
hall door. 

The third house facing 
Ailesbury Road is a two-storey 
house with three bedrooms, 2'% 
bathrooms, two reception rooms 
and 2,200 square feet of accom- 
modation. 

All three of these Aijlesbury 
Road houses have conservatories 
and to say they are bright and 
Spacious and smashing for 
entertaining is an understatement. 
They share a large gravel court- 
yard to the front, and have pedes- 
trian entrances to their long back 
gardens. 

The fourth house, which 


replaces the old Coreen, ts on the 
corner of the site, and has its own 
entrance at 30 Shrewsbury Road. 
It is a two-storey house on about 
a quarter of an acre where trees 
are already taking hold. This 
house has four bedrooms, three 
reception rooms, 2'2 bathrooms 
and 2,900 square feet of space. 
Harry Crosbie’s own house over- 
looks the garden, but he is 
making alterations so none of his 
windows will look down on the 
newly planted lawn next door. 
The fifth house in the develop- 
ment — the mews — is in a class 
of its own. It is a detached 
a at the back. Because the 
Original two-storey building had to 
be retained, there is less light in 
the upstairs bedrooms, but a 
terrific set of reception rooms has 
been built on to the side, leadin 
out to a beamed terrace whic 
will soon be glassed over and 
planted with hanging vines. There 
is a quarter-acre of. gardens, 
where palm trees grow, and a 
sun-trap patio. There are four 
bedrooms, 3 bathrooms and 
three large reception rooms which 
lead into each other. It has 2,800 
square feet of floor space. 
Needless to say all this 
location, style and grandeur 
comes at a price which has still 
not been fixed precisely. The 
developers say they om prices 
between £350,000 and 
£500,000-plus, depending on size 
fittings, finish and level of 


interest. 

The kitchens are not being 
fitted out immediately so _ the 
newcomers can choose their own 
design. Indeed, in some of the 
houses, they can still decide 


which room they want as the 
kitchen. Obviously, these deci- 
sions will have a bearing on the 
final prices. 

The site has been particularly 
well landscaped by one of

Dublin’s best landscape designers; 
Paul Kelly, whose planting is 
intended to make the new houses 
blend into the _ existing 
Ailesbury/Shrewsbury surround- 
ings as seamlessly as possible. 


The corner of Ailesbury Road 
and Shrewsbury Road is probably 
the most prestigious residential 
location in Dublin. Taken with the 
size, uniqueness and elegance of 
the new houses, this development 


stands out on its own.

In later years, it fell into disre- 
pair and was in need of extensive 
work when it was bought by a 
County Down businessman about 
five years ago. Since then, resto- 
ration work has included 
rebuilding the partly demolished 
walls, reconstructing the stone 
work, and dredging out about four 
metres of mud and sludge. Resto- 
ration is now virtually completed 
on the harbour which measures

Around £90,000 expected 
for historic gate lodge 


HANAGORE Lodge, 

near Kinsale, Co 

Cork, once the gate 
lodge for Shanagore 
House, the country resi- 
dence of the patriot 
Sheares brothers, has 
come on to the market, 
and is expected to fetch in 
the region of £90,000, ac- 
cording to Jackson-Stops 
and McCabe. 


The fact that Shanagore 
House itself has long since 
disappeared, gives added 
historical value to this 18th 
century stone-built resi- 
dence, set in the rich farm- 
ing land near 
Innishannon, and which is 
full of character and 
charm. It is thought that 
the original estate house in 
which the Sheares brothers 
lived, was destroyed by 
fire in the late 1700s, and 
there is' no evidence of the 
building today. 


The lodge nestles in the 
shade of the State-owned 
Shanagore Wood, which 
offers attractive walks in 
almost total seclusion. The 
wood skirts the land on which 
the lodge is built but is very 
seldom used by the general 
public and was regarded by 
the owners as a marvellous, 


private natural amenity. The 
dwelling is within 10 minutes’ 
drive of Kinsale, the gourmet 
capital of Ireland and only 20 
minutes’ drive from Cork.

There’s no trouble getting a mortgage these days, but you need to be more careful than ever to make sure you end up with 
the one that suits you best, warns Mary Canniffe 


Borrowing on openness 


IMES have changed for 

the better for anyone 

considering taking out a 
mortgage to buy a_ house. 
Banks, building societies and 
financial intermediaries are 
vying to attract the prospec- 
tive borrower on to their 
books. But while the days of 
cap-in-hand pleading with the 
bank or building society for a 
home loan are well gone, 
borrowers nowadays have to 
be very alert to ensure that 
they get the loan that suits 
their needs at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. | 
Recently, the Minister for 
the Environment, Michael 
Smith, advised borrowers “‘to 
shop around before making a 
decision”. He referred not 
only to interest rates, but also 
to the various fees which face 
borrowers, and to the com- 
missions that lenders and 
intermediaries can earn 
through selling particular 
mortgage products to them. 
Borrowers “‘could be excused 
for being confused” in a 
market where they are offered 
annuity, endowment, fixed 
rate, variable rate and low- 
Start. mortgages as well as 
other variations on these pro- 
ducts, he added. 

Someone buying a house 
must decide which mortgage 
product will best suit their 
needs. The first choice is 
between an annuity and an 
endowment mortgage. 

With an annuity mortgage 
— often called a repayment 
mortgage — the loan plus 
interest is repaid over the 
term of the loan. An endow- 


ment mortgage involves pay- 


ing interest only over the life 
of the loan, and taking out a 
life assurance policy aimed at 
repaying the funds borrowed 
at the end of the loan term. 
The decision on whether to 
choose an annuity or endow- 
ment wr ona will be influ- 
ence by the borrower’s per- 
sonal circumstances 
usually an endowment mort- 
e involves higher outgoings 

in the earlier years than an 
annuity loan, so it may not be 
suitable for borrowers with a 
tight monthly cash flow. But 
where a borrower has spare 
monthly cash, the endowment 
policy represents a form of 
enforced savings and if the 
policy performs well, the bor- 
rower will get a lump sum at 
the-end-of the mortgage term. 
In the past borrowers were 
attracted to endowment mort- 
gages because of the tax con- 
cessions available on the life 
assurance premiums involved. 
But these reliefs have been 
abolished. Now endowment 
es are being marketed 

on the basis of a ible. 
capital lump sum for the bor- 


only the risk of no lump sum 
at the end of the term, but the’ 
problem that the policy might 
not even cover the loan 
repayment. 

trrowers should be wary 
of pressure to take out an 
endowment mortgage. A seller 
Or intermediary could have a 
vested interest in the home- 
‘buyer taking out this type of 
home loan, and even in push- 
ing a particular type of 
endowment mortgage, be- 
cause of the big commissions 
they can earn on these pro- 


ucts. 
~ Sellers of endowment mort- 

ages get commission from 
insurance companies. The 
building societies and the 
financial intermediaries earn 
substantial commissions from 
the life assurance policies 
associated a endowment 
mo es. Commissions very 
penmaee 65 per cent of the 
premium paid by the borrower 
over the first year, to about 
90 per cent. Generally ‘with- 
profits’ policies carry lower 
commission rates than the 
‘unit-linked policies’ which 
could result in a borrower 
being pushed in the direction 
of the _— commission, but 
higher risk, product. 

e high initial commission 
levels — which are followed 
“8 annual commissions of 
about 2.5 per cent of premia 
paid — mean that the bor- 
rowers policy does not start 
earning returns for a number 
of years. 

ith annuity mortgages, 
building societies and the 
intermediaries earn commis- 
sion too on the mortgage 
protection policy required by 
most lenders to protect the 
lump sum in the event of the 
death of the borrower. But 
these commission payments 
are much lower that those 
associated with endowment 
life policies. 

So the borrower needs to 
be careful in the choice of 
mortgage product — both in 
whether to choose an annuity 
Or an endowment product, 
and also which endowment 
product to take. 

Borrowers should ask the 
lender or the intermediary for 
a full. written breakdown of . 
the commissions and place- 
a fees yea nt ew 
eac of mortgage, an 
pamia’ be wary of lemme 
who refuses to reveal the 
information even though there 
is no legal requirement to do

It is crucial to remember 
that this lump sum may or 
may not arise. It depends on 
the performance of the fund in 
which the premiums are 
invested. Just like investors in

Borrowers who have saved 
with a financial institution 
(usually a minimum of 10 per 
cent of the house price, saved 
for about a year) will gen- 
erally be offered a more 
favourable interest rate than 
new customers. Other influ- 
ences on the rate quoted 
include the proportion of the 
house price the borrower 
requires —. the rate charged 
will be higher when a buyer 
wants to borrow a higher 

roportion of the price of the 
ouse, but lenders will gen- 
erally only advance a maxi- 
mum of per cent of the 
rice. Some lenders quote dif- 
erent interest rates for annu- 
ity and endowment mort- 
ages. Or borrowers can opt 
or one of the newer mortgage 
products, either endowment 
Or annuity mortgages where 
the interest charge is fixed, 
capped or deferred for an 
agreed number of years. 

Borrowers need to be care- 
ful that they know what they 
are getting. An endowment 
mortgage quoting a lower rate 
of interest than an annuity 
mortgage is not necessarily a 
cheaper loan. And there are 
differences between products 
that offer low interest rates 
for the early years of the loan. 
Some defer interest rates 
which means the borrower 
could end up paying more for 
the loan through higher rates 
in later years. Fixed interest 
mortgages, while attractive 
because the borrower knows 
what the monthly repayments 
will be for a period, will not 
allow the borrower to benefit 
from any fall in market 
interest rates, though he will 
not face any rise in repay- 
ments as a result of an 
increase in interest rates 
either. 

Then a borrower has to add 
up the other costs associated 
with taking out a mortgage 
arrangement fees, acceptance 
charges and other fees which 
“a from lender to lender. 

he position of 
intermediaries such as estate 
agents, insurance brokers, and 
solicitors in the mortgage 
market has strengthened con- 
siderably in recent years as 
competition between the 
lenders for market share has 
increased.

While many intermediaries 
will advise the customer about 
the most suitable mortgage 
product, “free” or “indepen- 
dent” advice may not be what 
it seems. 

Borrowers should ask ques- 
tions.

Advisers should be asked 
for a written calculation of the 
likely overall cost of the loans 
offering low interest rates in 
the opening years. Remember 
that a loan which sounds 
relatively cheap in_ interest 
rate terms because of a 
deferred interest rate provi- 
sion may turn out to be more 
expensive in the end if 
interest rates move up in the 
early years of the loan.
